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What Happens When You Give 
Thanks 


We cannot out-give God. He will not 
even allow us to praise and thank Him 
without blessing us richly for being 
thankful! 

Many a saint of God has had the ex- 
perience of finding his soul in such a 
state of barrenness that no devotional 
exercise seems capable of loosening the 
iron bands and releasing his gloomy 
spirit—nothing except praise and thanks- 
giving. But when we stand before the 
throne of grace and there count our 
many blessings, naming them one by 
one, the pulse of the spirit grows strong- 
er and warmer, until with a burst of joy 
the song of salvation is restored once 
more. 

As Christians we therefore need to re- 
mind ourselves that a day of national 
thanksgiving to God, which we commend, 
is no substitute for daily and constant 
thanksgiving; for continual praise is not 
only natural but necessary to the great- 
est development of our souls. The more 
we see of God’s good hand upon us, the 
more we thank Him; and because of our 
gratitude, new blessings are then be- 
stowed. This is a never-ending process 
and goes on into eternity. The fruitful 
and blessed soul is the one. that has 
learned the secret of rejoicing and 
thanksgiving. 

And there is yet more that comes from 
thanksgiving than the inward blessing to 
the soul. We are exhorted by the apostle 
Paul with prayer and thanksgiving to 
make known our requests unto God. No- 
tice that there is more to prayer than 
mere petition. Thanksgiving is equally 
important. 7 

Mrs. Charles Cowman, beloved author 
of Streams in the Desert, likens prayer 
without thanksgiving to a bird with a 
broken wing. The bird cannot fly with- 
out two strong wings. The wing of peti- 
tion is strong enough with most of 
us, but the equally important wing of 
thanksgiving has shrunken away or has 
never grown. No wonder then that our 
prayers sometimes circle so slowly heav- 
enward. For the gracious Father who 
hears them instantly and answers far 
beyond the small proportion of our faith, 
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yet longs for that moment when we shall 
with joy thank Him for blessings not yet 
received, in faith that He will answer. 
If there is turkey on your table 
Thanksgiving Day, notice the two wings. 


What Children Read 


The Midwest was shocked when late 
this summer three boys, ages six to nine, 
tried to hang a six-year-old playmate. 
Their attempt was thwarted only by 
their inability to lift the little boy off 
the ground. 

Even more startling than the actual 
murder attempt was their statement to 
police officials that they had planned to 
hang a boy or girl in their neighborhood 
every other Thursday. 

Less startling, to thoughtful observers 
of the contemporary scene, is the fact 
that psychiatrists who examined these 
boys stated flatly that lurid comic books 
which they had been reading inspired 
their plot. . 

This particular case is only one of sev- 
eral that have come to the attention of 
the editors of Moopy Montuiy in the 
past few weeks. When statisticians tell 
us that the average eight-year-old boy 
reads twenty comic books a month, little 
room is left to believe anything else ex- 
cept that the situation is serious beyond 
the first-glance expectation of the parent 
who was brought up on Gasoline Alley 
and kindred strips that were more en- 
joyable than funny. Today a look at any 
newsstand reveals that quiet humor is 
part of a bygone day, and that today’s 
comic books are more often than not 
filled with scenes that in heroic fashion 
depict the breaking of every one of the 
Ten Commandments. 

In view of these facts, the question 
may well be raised as to whether the 
Christian home should tolerate comic 
books. The answer probably lies in the 
area of control rather than prohibition: 
permitting children to read harmless 
comic books (of which there are many 
to be found), and teaching distaste for 
the harmful ones, rather than a flat 
refusal to permit any comic books in 
the home. 

And our goal ought not to be limited 
to encouraging the (at best) low caliber 


of “good” comics, but to teach children 
to read good books containing solid sub- 
stance. We should not allow the habit 
of slovenly reading of a few words of 
conversation with a picture, to take the 
place of a habit that could bring joy for 
the rest of one’s life. 

How to do this depends much on the 
parents. If their own interest is in the 
comic strips rather than the classics, the 
task will be difficult, and calls for pa- 
rental self-education. Most parents can 
well spend increased time with their 
children, reading good books to them. 

In our own childhood home the Sunday 
paper was not subscribed for. This was 
partly, of course, to prevent the intrusion 
of the affairs of the world into the day 
set aside in a special way out of the 
week’s cares (just as we set apart time 
during the day for special “quiet times”) ; 
but also, we suspect, in order that comics 
might not obtain too large a share of 
our interest. One cannot but be grateful 
for that type of provision for the future. 

It is noteworthy that some whole com- 
munities have finally been aroused by 
the menace of the comic book. Detroit, 
Mich., for instance, has banned several 
from its counters despite the furious 
protests of the publishers. At least one 
other community in Michigan has fol- 
lowed this lead. 

Teaching right reading habits takes 
thought and prayer, but faithful parents 
will be glad, we are sure, to take this 
matter of what their children read 
seriously to heart. The dividends will 
be large. 


November 2 and You 


“T exhort therefore, that, first of all, 
supplications, prayers, intercessions, and 
giving of thanks, be made for all 
men; for kings, and for all that are in 
authority; that we may lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godliness and 
honesty” (I Tim. 2:1, 2). 

We are pilgrims here and strangers 
looking for a better land; but mean- 
while the apostle Paul not only permits 
us to be interested in the political cli- 
mate of this land in which we are ambas- 
sadors, but demands that we take active 
means to preserve our tranquillity. The 
prescribed method is simple: to pray for 
our President, our governors, and our 
local officials. Failure to do this is a sin. 
The prophet Samuel said to King Saul, 
“God forbid that I should sin against the 
Lord by ceasing to pray for you.” 

To many Christians it seems a natural 
duty to try to bring about the blessing 
requested, by voting for the man they 
believe will contribute most to their liv- 
ing quietly and at peace. Just as they 
believe it right to earn their daily bread, 
though they have prayed for it, so also 
they vote for those in authority, though 
they have prayed for God’s choice to 
be given. 

Christians who have been careless 
about praying and voting for our na- 
tional leaders will do well to seriously 
consider what their obligation may be on 
November 2 when the next President of 
the United States will be elected. Fore- 
boding signs indicate increasingly serious 
threats to peace, and from our human 
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point of view much will depend on the 
leadership in the White House and in 
the chambers of Congress. Wars will 
come, it is true; but it is equally true 
that wars can be postponed by Chris- 
tians praying. When war comes, will it 
be your fault? 


Preachers’ Discounts 


There was, for instance, the case of 
the pastor standing in line at the ticket 
office. We had been talking about this 
and that—to our later embarrassment. 
For when he arrived at the ticket win- 
dow and asked for a half-rate clergy fare 
on an extra-fare train that does not have 
provision for persons traveling on rail- 
road passes and clergy fares and his re- 
quest was therefore not granted, he burst 
into a tirade. With loud, raucous voice 
he denounced the ticket clerk, the rail- 
road and the world in general. The name 
of our Saviour was thus made the sub- 
ject of utter contempt for a hundred 
people all around who witnessed this dis- 
gusting spectacle, and our livid face made 
us wish that we were far away. 

And there was the case of the Moody 
Bible Institute graduate, now with the 
Lord, who held an important position 
with a retail chain store out in Colorado. 
He told us of the time when one of the 
sales girls came into his office crying. 
The reason: she had been having an 
argument with a customer—a minister. 
Our graduate went out to see what the 
trouble was. As it turned out, there had 
been a disagreement over a discount, and 
the minister at once became a fireball of 
hate and fury because he was not pam- 
pered as he wished. 

Our Christian friend said to him, 
“Brother, I wonder if our Lord Jesus 
Christ were here this morning, if He 
would act the way you are acting and say 
the things you have just said?” Then 
our friend went on to explain as patiently 
as possible that he seriously questioned 
whether our Saviour would come in de- 
manding a discount, nor would He turn 
red with fury if it were not granted. The 
servant, he pointed out, is not greater 
than his Lord and has no “right” to a 
discount. 

We would agree with our friend. We 
find nothing in the New Testament that 
would indicate that men of God are to 


receive privileges from the world. And 
knowing a little about the world of com- 
merce all about us, we recall that one of 
the sorest points in the mind and heart 
of many a retail business manager is his 
relationship with some of the ministers 
of his community who come to buy his 
goods. They expect special privileges, 
they demand them, they are insulted if 
they do not receive them—and thereby 
blaspheme the name of their Saviour 
publicly by their actions and attitudes. 

Brethren, these things ought not so to 
be. We recall with some gratitude that 
our friend in Colorado told us that the 
minister to whom he addressed his re- 
buke began to cry. He confessed his fault. 
He said he had never thought of it like 


that before—he was just thinking of ° 


saving some- money. Nevertheless, our 
friend said that his store will not receive 
patronage from that minister again, be- 
cause his wife was present at the scene 
and left in a towering rage. 

Back of this strange assumption of 
special privilege on the part of the clergy 
is the sacerdotalism of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church to whom the Protestant clergy 
should show whatever gratitude there 
ought to be for the unwilling “courte- 
sies” which they receive, not out of re- 
spect but because of pressure. In the 
old country, of course, the situation was 
somewhat different because of respect for 
the cloth by a largely Christian commu- 
nity. There it was a matter of Chris- 
tians showing respect to an elder brother 
to whom they were glad to show special 
courtesy. In our American pagan society, 
the situation is vastly different and be- 
comes a simple case of the man of God 
begging from the worldling. 

This also brings to our attention the 
frequent Iament (often justified) of such 
low ministerial salaries that it seems 
necessary for the minister to get extra 
help wherever possible. Where this is 
true, the discount problem becomes the 
laymen’s; and there is no question that 
many a church committee on pastor’s 
salary expects the pastor to live on what 
the members would hardly consider ad- 
equate for their own needs. This is, of 
course, grossly unfair. 

Perhaps there is no .necessity at this 
time to begin a crusade against clergy 
discounts, although it is something we all 
ought to think about seriously. What- 
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ever our conclusion, we would pray for 
more grace on the part of some ministers 
who misuse it. 


On the Barrenness of an Overly 
Busy Life 

It was Bishop Taylor Smith who im- 
mortalized the enormous fact described 
in the above heading. It is a truth that 
ought to be burned into the heart of 
every Christian. 

We need to learn anew that one 
passing touch of God’s blessing upon 
our work can in a moment accomplish 
through us or through some outside 
agency a thing that would take us days 
and weeks and years to accomplish in our 
own strength. It is therefore more im- 
portant by far, when a choice is neces- 
sary, to spend time with God than at ~ 
our daily tasks. It is far more impera- 
tive to our successful conclusion of a day, 
to begin the day with an hour of fellow- 
ship with God than to spend that hour 
in extra activity to seek to bring about 
our predetermined goal. 

It is for this reason that it has been 
so frequently said of John Wesley and 
others that they thought it important to 
spend extra time with God on their busy 
days. We can do well to follow. 

There are some who feel that their 
every waking moment should be spent in 
the conscious presence of God (and we 
would not disagree), and that they there- 
fore do not need to come apart for a 
special blessing. But here we must inter- 
ject our own experience, observation of 
contemporaries, and reading of the his- 
tory of the saints. Surely it is the rare 
exception when God does not demonstra- 
bly bless those who take time to be with 
Him, instead of spending that same time 
in Christian activity. 

This is not to belittle activity. The 
Lord sometimes uses our activity, too, as 
the means to His end. Many elements are 
needed: the time apart, the conscious 
presence moment by moment, and the 
vigorous activity; but they need to be 
in proportion, and none should be 
omitted. These are the three factors that 
make for the strong Christian life. 

Remember the story of the busy little 
girl? Her father loved her dearly, and it 
filled his heart with joy when she came 
to meet him each evening as he returned 
from his work and they walked hand in 
hand telling each other the events of 
their day: But there came the time when 
she no longer ran to meet him as before; 
she was busy elsewhere. How much this 
hurt he never told her, but waited hope- 
fully for the day when she would again 
run to meet him. Then came his birth- 
day and the lovely pair of socks the little 
girl had painfully made for him. With 
what joy he received them, his anxiety 
gone. But her gift could never make up 
for the times of fellowship he had lost— 
because she had been so busy doing some- 
thing for him. Far better her companion- 
ship than her handwork. 

So it is between us and our God. God 
loves for us (amazing fact) to be with 
Him. Then He Himself can do His work 
through us, or someone else He will 
choose. 
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Why Do Our Children Miss the Way? 


It may not be too late to avoid stark tragedy. 


HILDREN Of many prayers and ap- 
parently much fine religious train- 
ing become, in some instances, an 
occasion of bitter grief to their 
parents and a scandal to Christianity. 
How does this happen? Who shall lo- 
cate the fault in these cases so justly 
that it shall not lie against God’s faith- 
fulness to His promises, nor against the 
faith and hope of those who desire above 
all things to train up their children in 
the way they should go? 
The observations and reflections of 
more than forty years have given me 
decided opinions on the subject. 


I 


First in importance and weight of in- 
fluence is this: the chief reason for these 
failures in Christian training is that 
parents did not secure implicit submis- 
sion to their own authority. Obedience 
to parents was not established as a prin- 
ciple and wrought into a habit. Submis-

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sion was not secured by such means and 
influences that it was rendered cheer- 
fully, under a sense of its rightness, and 
with the resulting peace and joy that 
true and generous submission ensures. 
This, we believe, has been a real factor 
in the early history of all those unfor- 
tunate cases in which parental hopes 
have been disappointed and the saddest 
scandals have accrued to Christianity. 
We have studied this class of wayward 
children when they were under special 
religious influence in their youth. We 
have seen them powerfully convicted of 
sin. They have told us of their dreadful 
conflicts under the pressure of conscious 
obligation to repent. In many cases they 
have asked us what could be the reason 
that repentance came so easy to others, 
yet seemed so utterly impossible to them. 
In more cases than one we have made 
the inquiry, “Did you accustom your 
heart to cheerful obedience to parents 
when you were young? Have you ever 
known what it is to give up your will 
and be happy about it, even happier than 
when you held out and carried your 
point and had your own way?” In all 


these cases the answer has been in the 
negative. “I never did submit cheerfully 
to the will of my father or mother. I 
always stood my ground doggedly, or I 
made some sort of compromise which 
saved my having to give up my will.” 


II 


When it became obvious that this was 
the uniform answer of those who could 
not submit their wills to God’s will, and 
therefore could find nothing tolerable in 
the stern demand for repentance, we 
began to look on this matter of the pa- 
rental training of children in a new light. 
It assumed a degree of importance second 
to nothing in the whole circle of human 
influence. We were driven to inquire, 
“How is it that there are so many such 
cases, even in families where the Bible 
is respected and parents seem to purpose 
to bring up their children in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord?” 

We will allude to some observations: 

Mr. A. and his excellent wife are very 
much occupied with civic and social af- 
fairs. There are many hours of the day, 
therefore, in which neither of them 
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knows very definitely where their chil- 
dren are, or what they are doing. If 
they hear, incidentally, of wrong things 
done by their children, they find it hard 
to believe they are at fault, or they know 
too little about the case to judge and act 
wisely. Moreover, being very short of 
time and very much pressed with other 
duties, the matter will surely not get 
proper attention nor be discreetly dis- 
posed of. Ill tempers, and even crimes, 
are passed by. . : 
Parental charity becomes only the more 
fondly cherished as the parents find 
others complaining of their children; 
and, suspending their otherwise good 
judgment, they come to feel it their 
duty to defend them because so few find 
any good thing to say about them. The

dulgence. Hence, even if the father were 
judicious without a fault, the mother 
practically forbids his reaching the con- 
science and the heart of his child. If 
they are known to differ radically in 
their attitudes, it will be a miracle if 
proper discipline is gained under their 
joint administration. 

Mr. D. has a good theory of family 
government, insofar as the submission of 
the child’s will to the father’s is con- 
cerned. He determines to carry this point 
at all events. No case of real wrong ap- 
pearing on which #e take issue, he gets 
up a case on very little, if any, valid 
evidence, and commences the operation 
of “breaking in.” 

Now, the misfortune here is that he 
cannot have the conscience of his child

children are never thoroughly known to 
their parents. Of course their wills are 
not brought into subjection to parental 
authority. 

Mr. B. and his wife are never decided 
and strong in family government, except 
when in a passion. When their child be- 
comes impudent and violent, they are 
stirred up, and then take the case in 
hand with irregular, and usually exces- 
sive, severity. Passionate correction only 
maddens. It takes long to wipe out the 
sense of conscious wrong which one such 
scene will leave on the mind of a child. 
It is far better to suspend all correc- 
tion than to administer it while unduly 
excited. 

In the family of Mr. C., the father 
uses the rod and the mother, kisses. She 
grieves over his severity; he deprecates 
and bitterly condemns her ruinous in- 
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on his side: the submission is valueless 
from a moral point of view. Indeed, it is 
fortunate if such correction does not ac- 
complish far more evil than good. Poor 
Mr. D. may have a fine theory, but he 
needs more common sense in applying it. 

Mr. E. and his wife mean well, but 
are just.a little easy. Sometimes they 
say it shall be so, but they lose sight of 
the case, and obedience is not secured. 
The little fellow remembers the first 
omission and makes a mental record of 
it. He knows that by watching his op- 
portunity, or by prudent delay or re- 
sistance, submission to authority can be 
evaded, and he can have his own way. 
If there comes up an extreme case, and 
father is very much in earnest, he finds 
it prudent to give in for the sake of 
peace and safety; but the principle of 
universal obedience is destroyed. It is 


only obedience in hard, rare, and extreme 
cases, and then on the score of ex- 
pediency. The moral effect of real obedi- 
ence as a principle is never gained. 
Probably more than half the parents 
who fit this description would think you 
slandered them if you were to suggest 
the idea of government and submission 
that is lodged in the minds of their chil- 
dren. Do they not carry their point when 
they are really determined? Perhaps they 
do; but if all were right, there would be 
no occasion for that earnest determina- 
tion every time an inclination is crossed 
and a point carried. If obedience were 
settled as a principle, it would come easy, 
and a look would suffice to prompt it. 
The love of parents should be intelli- 
gent. It should set itself thoughtfully to 
devise and execute the best possible 
means of promoting the good of loved 
children. Care should be taken that pa- 
rental love does not degenerate into a 
blind impulse to grant the child present 
indulgence at the cost of future sorrow. 
God expects a wiser course than this of 
parents whom He has endowed with in- 
telligence. Yet this is precisely the high- 
way leading to many of the rocks upon 
which hopes are dashed in the ruin of 
fondly loved children. ; 
Parents are given love for their chil- 
dren to make them patient under the 
toils and cares of parenthood, but this 
love needs to be tempered with discre- 
tion and guided by sound wisdom. Let 
them see to it that their love for their 
children does not beget a blindness which 
will not see a fault nor believe it on the 
best of testimony. Such an attitude unfits 
for parental government, or even for the 
simplest duties of training and nurture.

Returning to the subject of securing 
true submission to parental authority, we 
are persuaded that the best time to begin 
is very early. Before your words can be 
argued, while your steady eye and firm 
hand are the only needed interpreters of 
your will, and the only needed organs of 
power—that is the best time to begin. 
Be gentle, but firm and decided. Do not 
frighten, but cause your will to be known, 
and, being known, to be obeyed. 

True, you need discernment. It is un- 
fortunate to push the matter when you 
are not sure that your meaning is under- 
stood. But as soon as your will can be 
apprehended, and you see that it is, then 
lose no time in settling the point of au- 
thority. It is more easily and more ef- 
fectively done at this stage of the child’s 
development than at any other. The 
principle being established, it can be 
maintained with far less difficulty than 
if begun later; and all the results are in- 
comparably more satisfactory. 

God has provided admirable facilities 
for this early subjugation of the infant 
will and for early training in the habit 
and principle of implicit obedience. Think 
how long He has made the period of weak 
and dependent infancy, and how slow the 
progress toward self-reliance. Animals 
leap by a few quick steps from weak- 
ness to strength, from helplessness to 
self-reliance; children mature slowly 
during many of the most precious, the 
richest years of life. 
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Who can doubt that God has a pur- 
pose in this plan? Who can deny that 
this purpose is to give parents ample 
time to de the most important business 
ever done in human life—the molding of 
the infant and youthful mind into obedi- 
ence and virtue? This is a great work, 
and the long years assigned to it are 
none too many or too slow in their prog- 
ress when estimated in the light of the 
eternal results of careful and thorough 
parental nurture. 

We must notice also the remarkable 
fact that during the earliest development 
of a child’s moral consciousness parents 
stand in many vital respects in the place 
of God, for the infant mind can as yet 
know no other God. His ideas of a 
higher power travel to his father and 
mother, and rest there. His impressions 
of a higher, beneficent love, which be- 
comes to him the foundation of all good, 
go no farther than that. To him the 
perpetual presence is that of parents 
only. God as yet has made no other 
manifestation to his infant mind. Con- 
sequently, the development of his sense 
of obligation to obey and his dawning 
notions of rightful authority are their 
responsibility. 


IV 


In the light of these facts, it will be 
seen to be of the utmost importance that 
parents establish in a child’s mind as 
perfect an idea of the true God as is 
possible in the nature of the case. It is 
their duty to make sure that no wrong 
deed or temper on their part is re- 
sponsible for an unworthy idea of the 
Father in heaven being established. 

All the essential points in the relation 
of a child to his parents are involved in 
a child’s relationship to God. It is, there- 
fore, the parents’ responsibility to see 
that disobedience to rightful authority 
never becomes a principle. Not only 
should it never be suffered to grow into 
a habit, but it should never be suffered 
to pass unrebuked and uncorrected. 

Submission to parental authority, if 
made to rest on its true foundation, 
provides the best facilities for true con- 
version to God at the earliest moment 
after the claims of God can be under- 
stood. Where obedience to parents has 
been established on the basis of its in- 
trinsic rightness, resistance to the per- 
ceived claims of God will scarcely be 
thought of. We believe it to be true that 
in the great majority of such cases the 
heart is yielded to God readily when His 
claims are first distinctly seen. The 
dogged obstinacy, so natural to those 
who never have given up their will to a 
higher one, does not assert itself. 

Hence the experience of those who 
labor for the salvation of souls brings 
out a mass of testimony in this connec- 
tion. On the one hand, it reveals that 
well-trained children are usually led to 
Christ with readiness, as though it were 
natural for them to love goodness and 
to yield their will to pure and rightful 
authority. On the other hand, those 
whom no terror can persuade, and no 
manifested love can melt to obedience 
and contrition, are almost always chil- 
dren who have never learned to submit 
to the authority of their parents.

Triune God. 

“God is a Spirit.” When we say this, 
we mean that He does not consist of 
fiesh and bones. God is not a perfect or 
glorified man. His being transcends that 
of man’s; He is far above all. God is not 
a visible substance, but an invisible Spir- 
it. He is a pure personal Spirit, who has 
understanding, is morally free, is holy, 
just and good. 

Dr. Hodge says, “When we say that God 
is a Spirit we mean that He does not 
possess bodily parts or passions; that He 
is not composed of material elements; 
that He is not subject to any of the lim- 
iting conditions of material existence; 
and that consequently, He is not to be 
apprehended as the object of bodily 
senses. He is also a rational being, who 
distinguishes with infinite precision be- 
tween true and false; He is a moral be- 
ing, who distinguishes between right and 
wrong; He is a free agent, whose action 
is self-determined by His own will; and 
in fine, that all the essential properties 
of our spirits may truly be attributed to 
Him in an infinite degree.” 

When our Lord was conversing with 


- the woman of Samaria, He said to her, 


“God is a Spirit: and they that worship 
him must worship him in spirit and in 
truth” (John 4:24). There is something 
in man that is akin to God, “for man was 
created in the image and likeness of 
God” (Gen. 1:26). This similarity is not 
to be found in bodily likeness, but in 
man’s spiritual nature. Man is an in- 
carnate spirit, and consequently has a 
capacity for God. 

The fundamental difference between 
the spirit of man and the Spirit of God 
is that one is finite and limited, the other 
is infinite and immense. The spirit of 
man is limited to a human body, and 
consequently is not present everywhere. 
It cannot fill all space. The human spirit 
is a being of time, and cannot compre- 
hend the immensity of eternity. The 
human spirit is controlled by distance, 
and can travel only the same distance as 
the body travels. 

God’s Spirit is unlimited. He is inde- 
pendent of space, for He fills all space. 
“Thus saith the Lord, The heaven is my 
throne, and the earth is my footstool” 
(Isa. 66:1). He is not limited by time, 
for He inhabiteth eternity (Isa. 57:15). 
He is not controlled by distance, for He 
supersedes all distance. God’s Spirit is 
omnipresent and immanent, pervading 
the whole universe. “Behold, the heaven 
and heaven of heavens cannot contain 
thee” (I Kings 8:27). He does not dif- 
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fuse His Spirit through space to the 
boundaries of creation, but the whole of 
His presence is in every place at one time. 

Dr. Charnocke says, “It was a good 
expression of a heathen to illustrate this, 
‘that God is a sphere or circle, whose 
center is everywhere, and circumference 
nowhere.’ His meaning was that the 
essence of God is indivisible, i.e., could 
not be divided.” 

The center of God’s being is every- 
where. “Can any hide himself in secret 
places that I shall not see him? saith the 
Lord. Do not I fill heaven and earth? 
saith the Lord” (Jer. 23:24). God’s Spirit 
is so universal that there is not one spot 
on earth where His presence is not to be 
found. There is no such place in the 
whole of creation as a God-deserted spot! 

But if God is a Spirit and does not 
possess bodily parts or members, why do 
we read in the Scriptures such phases as 
“the eyes of God,” and “the arm of God”? 
Since man cannot comprehend the divine 
essence of the Godhead, God has to ac- 
commodate Himself to the intellect and 
understanding of man, by attributing to 
Himself human parts and physical prop- 
erties. By these, mankind can, in a 
measure, comprehend Him. Each of these 
bodily parts mentioned in Scripture il- 
lustrate His own divine attributes and 
properties. 

“God’s eyes,” for instance, denote dis- 
cernment and intelligence; “God’s arm 
and shoulders” denote His almighty 
power and strength. By using these hu- 
man physical members He condescends 
to our littleness and ignorance. Someone 
has remarked that we cannot compre- 
hend God without the aid of such re- 
semblances. 

Dr. Charnocke, in his excellent treatise, 
“On God Being a Spirit,” says this: “We 
should conceive of God according to the 
design of the expressions; when we read 
of His eyes, we should conceive His om- 
niscience; of His hand, His power; of 
His sitting, His immutability; of His 
throne, His majesty; and conceive of Him 
as surmounting, not only the grossness 
of bodies, but the spiritual excellency of 
the most dignified creatures; something 
so perfect, great, spiritual, as nothing can 
be conceived higher or purer.” 


“Vast, Unmeasured, Boundless, Free’’ 

In the Epistle to the Hebrews the 
writer says that He upholds all things 
by the word of His power (1:3). While 
this passage has primary reference to the 
omnipotent and creative activity of the 
Son of God, nevertheless it has a secon- 
dary reference to the complete Godhead 
of Father, Son and Holy Ghost. Christ 
is the brightness and glory of the God- 
head; He shares equality with them, and 
they with Him. The whole of the God- 
head united by a bond of deity uphold 
the world and all things thereon by the 
word of their power. 

The whole of the visible and invisible 
worlds depend upon the immanent and 
universal presence of the Godhead for 
their sustenance. In Colossians 1:17 the 
same thought is expressed: “For by him 
[Jesus] all things consist.” This text also 
has a secondary reference to the whole 
Godhead, for their pervading presence in 
this world is essential for its sustenance. 
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The word “upholdeth,” means to bear 
or to carry. God is, in one sense, carry- 
ing the world upon His shoulders—“up- 
holding all tHings by the word of his 
power.” He is responsible, not only for 
the existence of the world, but for its 
continuance as a material creation. His 
presence in every part of the world is so 
essential, that should it be possible for 
Him to withdraw His Spirit from one 
spot of earth’s domain, there would be 
immediate universal disintegration and 
chaos—the world and all things thereon 
would cease to be. Seeing, therefore, that 
God cannot withdraw any of His pres- 
ence from any part of the universe, every 
part of it without exception is dependent 
upon His omnipotent presence for its 
preservation. 

When our God created this universe, 
He did not finish His task; His work 
continues in the preserving of His crea- 
tion. The life of our soil in which we 
grow our daily food is from Him. The 
rays of the sun kiss our cheeks because 
of His power behind them. “Thou rulest 
the raging of the sea: when the waves 
thereof arise, thou stillest them” (Ps. 
89:9). 

“Great is our Lord, and of great power: 
his understanding is infinite ... who cov- 
ereth the heaven with clouds, who pre- 
pareth rain for the earth, who maketh 
grass to grow upon the mountains. He 
giveth to the beast his food, and to the 
young ravens which cry . . . He giveth 
snow like wool: he scattereth the hoar- 
frost like ashes. He casteth forth his ice 
like morsels: who can stand before his 
cold? He sendeth out his word, and 
melteth them: he causeth his wind to 
blow, and the waters flow... Praise ye 
the Lord” (Ps. 147). 

This old world of ours does not exist 
by chance; it is not upheld by a mere 
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Praise ye Jehovah. 


impersonal force; it is sustained by the 
omnipotent power of a personal God 
whose presence pervades every part of it. 


He Knows Everything About You 

In a very striking way, David in this 
psalm connects the universal presence of 
God with His infinite knowledge and 
discernment. His omnipresence and His 
omniscience are inseparably united in 
this psalm. God has infinite knowledge 
and understanding. Wherever David was, 
the Lord had searched him out; what- 
ever David thought, the Lord had dis- 
cerned the thoughts and intents of his 
heart. If there was a word on his tongue, 
the Lord knew the sum and substance of 
it. 

In like manner, the Lord is acquainted 
with all our ways. This infinite knowl- 
edge of God is as universal as His pres- 
ence. He is acquainted with all manner 
of Knowledge: being in heaven He knows 
what angels know; condescending to 
earth He knows what man knows, and 
infinitely more. “The foolishness of God 
is wiser than men” (I Cor. 1:25). 

He knows Himself, and the profundity 
of His own divinity, and the extensive- 
ness of His operations. 

He knows all His creatures; “the very 
hairs of your head are all numbered” 
(Matt. 10:30). “Thou understandest my 
thoughts afar off ... and are acquainted 
with all my ways” (Ps. 139:2, 3). 

To the assemblies of Asia (Rev. 2, 3) 
came the heart-searching condemnation: 
“I know thy works.” Distance did not 
limit His knowledge of them; their so- 
called energies did not deceive Him. 
Whether in Sardis or Thyatira, in Smyr- 
na or Laodicea, at one and the same time 
He searched them out. His penetrating 
gaze scorched the regions of their souls,

New Hope for Berlin

Christian books soon to be printed can 
change lives and Western Germany 


HETHER in‘military circles in Ger- 

many, among the general public, 

or in Christian fellowships, ev- 

eryone is waiting for—they know 
not what! 

This is the most vivid impression one 
has after mixing with the German peo- 
ple and many of the Allied authorities. 

It would be a rash man, or one who 
knows very little, who would dare to 
paint a complete picture and declare it a 


Phillip A. Booth, general secretary of the British 
division of the Christian Literature Crusade, is well 
qualified to present this picture of conditions and 
needs as he has seen them in Germany. For the past 
four years he has been developing the foreign side of 
C.L.C. activities, and this has brought him into close 
touch with many Christian workers and leaders in 
Europe. This summer Mr. Booth went to Germany 
to launch an all-out German publishing program in an 
endeavor to help meet this urgent need for Christian 
literature. 
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true presentation. Take for instance, the 
attitude of the Germans to the English 
and the Americans. I have seen youths 
lift their heels against the car while I 
passed. Road directions asked by a Ger- 
man friend have been refused when a 
word or two in English have been ex- 
changed between us. 

Yet one can pass through a mass of 
indifference to open friendliness, then on 
to the deep love of Christian brethren, 
who, almost in tears, pray and plan for 
the future. In Cologne, I was deeply 
moved by the public address made to me. 
“Tell our brethren,” the minister said, 
“that there is no hate in our hearts. 
With God’s help, let us build again.” 
This particular church had been built 
again literally with the hands of its 


members from the devastation of the 
surrounding city. 

In face of many difficulties, the Church 
in Germany has come through the past 
ten years to a place of. expectant life. 
Again, the spirit of suspense is to be 
found, but often with a strong hopeful 
strain. Open-air work is now permitted, 
and carried on in some small degree by 
the keener groups. A few evangelists are 
having much blessed campaigns. Youth 
work in camps and churches is quite 
active, and the YMCA has a heavy em- 
phasis on the C. There is a growing mis- 
sionary interest, and although many 
young people and former missionaries 
seek a channel to the foreign field, at 
the moment no German society can send 
them. 
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A healthy situation has developed in 
the denominations; the clergy are now 
thinking for themselves rather than 
blindly following the traditions of their 
particular communions. In the Free 
Church, there is an alliance between dif- 
ferent groups, which is resulting in a 
very happy fellowship and exchange of 
ministry. 

Many churches are packed to over- 
flowing, but the fact that thousands of 
churches have been destroyed, and others 
requisitioned and not returned must be 
taken into consideration. In spite of the 
new life in the Church, there are mil- 
lions in Germany today, especially among 
the youth, who have no conception of the 
gospel at all. 


The Greatest Single Factor 

To the question, “What do you need 
most?” the answer was always the same 
from those who are facing the task of 
the Church in Germany. “We need more 
Bibles, we need books on Bible study, 
devotional books leading to a deeper life, 
books to help in youth and children’s 
work, tracts and evangelistic leaflets 
written in modern German, books giving 
missionary vision, and something that 
will counteract the heavy propaganda of 
Jehovah’s witnesses and the commu- 
nists.” 

The general shortage of reading matter 
in Germany gives an unparalleled oppor- 
tunity for the use of literature. The 
Christian Church has been heavily handi- 
capped in this vital matter. To sing 
two lines of a hymn after hearing them 
read, then two more, and so on right 
through, gives some idea of the need of 
hymnbooks also. 

And the simple cause of this great 
need is—no paper. It is not too dogmatic 
to say that the availability, or otherwise, 
of paper to the Church in Germany will 
be the greatest single factor in the shap- 
ing of the country’s future. Certainly it 
is the factor which will determine the 
eternal destiny of many souls for whom 
Christ died. 


*“Foreign”’ Literature Rejected 

On all sides I was taken to task about 
the tracts and booklets which loving and 
well-meaning friends are sending from 
America and England. In one four-page 
tract there were no less than 150 errors. 
Admittedly, there were mainly the repe- 
tition of the same errors, but the result 
was offensive to the German reader. Will 
our American brethren especially, realize 
that millions of tracts are never used 
except as old paper because they are un- 
suited to German readers, either on ac- 
count of their content or their printing. 

The imprint of America or Britain 
often brings a cynical rejection of a tract 
from the unbeliever, as he points to the 
pile of rubble in which he lives. Even 
the Scriptures have been refused for the 
same reason. Tracts and books of the 
“dear reader” or “Lucy’s drunken daddy” 
type bring ridicule on the gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Some of these things 
are a little hard to take, but they need to 
be faced and dealt with. 

May we, for His name’s sake, ask you 
to consider prayerfully sending plain pa- 
per instead of printed paper? It may not 
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be as romantic to say that several tons 
of paper have been sent, as it is to say 
that several million tracts have gone 
forth, but send the paper for His glory 
and the reward will be in heaven. The 
literature will be produced at a lower 
cost, and will be of value in the saving 
of souls instead of mocking the gospel. 
May we be humble enough to bring our 
help in the manner which meets the need. 


“Das Ist Nicht Gut’’ 

Before telling of the Lord’s wonderful 
undertaking on my trip, the following 
incident will help crystallize the need of, 
and opportunity through, literature in 
stricken Germany today. 

At Bremen I had two hours to wait for 
a German train to Oldenburg. I sat ona 
bench and pulled out a few sandwiches 
that had become somewhat stale. How- 
ever, they were welcome, and I shared 
them with a hungry young man of twen- 
ty-five years who sat on the seat with me. 
We chatted a little, and his appreciation 
of the stale sandwiches was as touching 
as his offer of a few raisins from his 
meager store. 

Presently, as confidence grew, he 
opened his case and brought to light one 
of his: treasures—a roll of periodicals 


which had been produced under the 
sponsorship of the Allied Military Gov- 
ernment. He offered them to me, but I 
explained that my German was not good 
enough to appreciate them fully, where- 
upon he proceeded to take one or two 
items for my consideration. I was almost 
glad that they were in German so that 
I could not read them well. 

At last he showed me a picture of a 
German girl on the knee of an American 
soldier. This was intended, presumably, 
to show how well the troops were getting 
on with the people; but it had the usual 
flashy, sensual presentation of that type 
of magazine. Said my friend, “Das ist 
nicht gut!” And his distaste would have 
been a model lesson for the Allied propa- 
ganda chief! 


Why! Why! Why! 

Why, treasuring papers as he did, could 
he not have a Christian magazine? Why 
should a gospel book be such a strange 
thing to him? Why was his mind filled 
with things that were distasteful even to 
him? Because he had not been offered 
any alternative. Why had that been im- 
possible? Because there had not been the 
necessary paper. And this in face of the

Six Steps to Doom 


The Case of Saul

aLK for a few minutes in the 

Bible’s wonderful portrait gal- 

lery. Notice that some of the 

characters are vivid thumbnail 
sketches, some are depicted with a few 
swift strokes, while others are drawn to 
the last detail for our instruction or 
warning. Among these is the portrait 
of Saul, the first king of Israel. 

With the exception of Judas Iscariot, 
Saul is perhaps the most tragic figure in 
the Bible procession. His youth was full 
of promise! For we are told (I Sam. 
9:2) that “Saul was a choice young man 
and a goodly: and there was not among 
the children of Israel a goodlier person 
than he; from his shoulders and upward 
he was higher than any of the people.” 

And he was then as choice in his char- 
acter as he was in appearance, for we 
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read first of his modesty, and then of his 
generosity to the vanquished as well as 
to the petty-minded. More than all this, 
we learn that the Spirit of the Lord was 
with him, and that, like all Spirit-filled 
people, he attracted other like-minded 
ones to himself. “There went with him 
a band of men whose hearts God had 
touched.” 

But this goodly young man took six 
steps which brought him to the very 
brink of hell; nor do we read that any- 
thing saved him from the perdition to 
which his sins had led him. Let us see 
what those six steps were. 

Impatience 

Can mere impatience be accounted 
such a sin that it is the first step to 
ruin? Yes, it must be so, for the Bible 
gives us the story in full. 


The Israelites had been attacked by 
the Philistines, and were in sore straits. 
A decisive battle was expected at any 
moment, and in the meantime the 
prophet Samuel was to join Saul at 
Gilgal, there to offer a sacrifice to God 
and to learn His will. 

But Samuel did not come at the time 
appointed, and Saul, in his impatience, 
took upon himself the priests’ office, of- 
fering the burnt offering. He had ‘no 
sooner done so, however, when Samuel 
arrived and sternly inquired the meaning 
of the smoking offering. We hear the 
sullen tones of the self-willed young man 
as he explains what took place, and the 
severe tones of the prophet as he tells 


_Saul that his kingdom shall not continue 


because by his self-will he has disobeyed 
the Lord. 

The next time we feel impatient and 
want to act before we have received com- 
mand from the Lord, let us remember 
this divine warning against impatience. 


Hasty Speech 

Saul’s second step was the sin of 
impatience carried one length further. 
Should we not tremble as we read the 
sacred page and think of our own rash 
irritability at times? 

Saul’s army was in hot pursuit of the 
defeated Philistines, and in the flush of 
victory Saul swore a rash oath: “Cursed 
be the man that eateth any food until 
evening” (I Sam. 14:24). 

Saul’s own son Jonathan, however, was 
not in hearing of the oath, and: when he 
returned hungry and weary from the 
pursuit, he tasted a little honey, where- 
upon the horrified people told him of his 
father’s oath. But Jonathan angrily said 
it was a foolish thing, that if the people 
had been properly fed they could have 
pursued the enemy further and faster. 

We learn here that our sins have re- 
percussions by causing others to sin as 
well. For the pursuit rolled on until past 
evening, and the people, set free from 
the oath, flung themselves on the cattle, 
slaying and eating them with the blood. 
They thus broke the most solemn statute 
of all those God had given them, aside 
from the commandments. It was so sol- 
emn a statute that even Gentile Chris- 
tians were commanded to abstain from 
blood (Acts 15:20). So Saul’s sin caused 
hundreds of others to sin, and only di- 
vine providence kept him from carrying 
out his rash oath by slaying his own son 
Jonathan. 


Disobedience 

Disobedience may really mean holding 
on to one sin. Saul had been commanded 
utterly to destroy the Amalekites and all 
that they possessed. Infidels love to sneer 
at this command, asking how we recon- 
cile such an injunction with a God of 
love, but the answer is to be found in 
Deuteronomy 25:17-19. The Amalekites 
“feared not God,” and had been the in- 
struments of Satan in attempting to 
frustrate God’s plan of redemption, thus 
their retribution came upon them as an 
inevitable law. 

But Saul disobeyed God in keeping 
“the best . and all that was good” 
(I Sam. 15:9). Do we not do the same 
when we pretend to give ourselves en- 
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tirely to God and yet refuse to resign one 
darling sin? 

We may see now how Saul’s conscience 
was becoming hardened by his repeated 
sins, for he had the effrontery to meet 
Samuel with a deliberate untruth. “I 
have performed the commandment of the 
Lord, and Samuel said, What meaneth 
then this bleating of the sheep in mine 
ears, and the lowing of the oxen which 
I hear?” 

Yes, we may be sure that if our sur- 
render to God is not sincere there will be 
something to betray us. 

Poor Saul; his deterioration was now 
very apparent! He made one more at- 
tempt at dissimulation and downright 
untruth, when Samuel cut him short with 
a grave, direful sentence. “Stay [stop 
lying, as we today might have said], and 
I will tell thee what the Lord hath said 
to me this night.” 

The sullen young man listened un- 
abashed to the accusation of the Lord’s 
prophet, and then took refuge in the 
‘age-old excuse, blaming the absent. He 
had done everything, he averred, but the 
people had insisted on taking the chief 
of the things which should have been 
utterly destroyed, in order that they 
might sacrifice to the Lord with them. 

Samuel was not taken in by this false 
statement. “To obey is better than sacri- 
fice, and to hearken than the fat of 
rams,” he sternly said, and added the 
terrible sentence that had gone forth 
from the Lord: “Because thou hast re- 
jected the word of the Lord, he hath 
also rejected thee from being king.” The 
chapter closes with the tragic statement 
that Samuel came no more to see Saul 
till the day of his death. 

We have studied three of Saul’s down- 
ward steps; the remaining three head 
him even more swiftly toward the abyss, 
for while the first three sins of Saul 
led him downward by almost impercep- 
tible gradations, we now see him rush- 
ing, as it were, to his doom. The day 
which had begun so bright and with 
so much promise has become overcast 
and lowering. 


Jealousy 

According to the prophecy of Samuel, 
Saul was now only the reigning sover- 
eign, and a stranger, David, had already 
been anointed as the future king of 
Israel, to the exclusion of Saul’s sons. 
It must have been a bitter pill for Saul 
to swallow, for the self-willed and stub- 
born young man whom we saw previously 
had become in years of maturity a man 
of sullen melancholy, with passions bor- 
dering on the insane. Nevertheless, he 
seems to have bowed to the inevitable, at 
least to the extent of taking David into 
his own house and giving him an official 
position in the army. 

We are told that Saul was afraid of 
David because “the Lord was with him, 
and had departed from Saul.” We always 
dislike those whose conduct pricks our 
conscience. 

It is strange how small a thing will 
lead us into a grave sin. In Saul’s case 
it was a song. Since the exploit of David 
when he slew Goliath the Philistine, a 
certain popular song had been much in 
vogue. It ran thus: “Saul hath slain his 
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thousands, and David his ten thousands.” 
A small thing, surely, but that scrap of a 
gay popular song woke in Saul the wicked 
passion of jealousy. 


There are some sins which work like 
mold on the soul, and others which are 
as destructive as dry rot; but the Word 
of God tells us that “jealousy is as cruel 
as the grave,” and thus it corrodes the 
soul like acid. It destroys the beauty of 
our souls, just as the grave destroys the 
beauty of our bodies. And, just like the 
corrosive action of vitriol, jealousy can- 
not be concealed, but must work its way 
outward, often with the most direful con- 
sequences. 

Thus it was with Saul. He began by 
flinging a javelin at David with intent to 
kill him, and from that moment of pas- 
sion he proceeded to cruel, deliberate at- 
tempts to take the life of the young man 
whom the Lord had anointed the future 
king of Israel. 


Not only that, but now began to appear 
the first traces of that distressing mental 
malady which the Bible describes as “an 
evil spirit from the Lord.” It is heart- 
breaking to notice the mental deteriora- 
tion: the days of sullen brooding silence 
with the ever-ready javelin close at hand; 
the explosions of rage when, with scur- 
rilous words, the javelin was actually 
hurled at Jonathan; and finally the pa- 
thetic lucid interval when -he came to 
himself as David spared his life though 
it was in his power. How sad the broken 
words, “I have sinned: return, my son 
David: for I will no more do thee harm 
... behold, I have played the fool, and 
have erred exceedingly” (I Sam. 26:21). 


Yet the “goodly young man” that was 
Saul returns no more to the sacred pages. 
We have seen the fourth downward 
plunge; now we are to witness the fifth 
and most fatal. 


Spiritism 

The Philistines once more gathered 
their armies together and came against 
Israel. The reaction of Saul to this news 
was tragic. Gone was the victorious con- 
queror of the Amalekites; in his place 
we find a mentally enfeebled man cring- 
ing with terror. In his fear he prayed to 
the Lord, but the Lord answered him not. 

When we have pursued our own sinful 
ways for some time we must approach 
the Lord with humble sorrow and re- 
pentance before we can expect Him to 
listen to us. But there was no repent- 
ance on Saul’s lips, and the heavens were 
as brass. Then, “Seek me a woman that 
hath a familiar spirit!” cried Saul in his 
desperation. 

We should tremble as we read of that 
ghastly seance, for Christians should 
view with unmitigated horror all such 
attempts to communicate with the dead. 
We are expressly told in the Word of God 
that the dead are not permitted to re- 
turn, and therefore any such manifesta- 
tions can only be the work of demons. 

Our minds should not dwell too closely 
on this terrible and incomprehensible 
meeting. The last hours of life are 
swiftly closing around Saul, and as we 
read of this frightful scene we can hum- 
bly pray to be kept from temptation and 
delivered from evil. 


Suicide R 

Our hearts ache as we read this last 
chapter and somber close of the goodly 
young man’s life. Down, down, down, to 
a suicide’s death, and all the glory of 
Saul ended in the dreary picture of a 
stripped and mutilated corpse on a de- 
serted blood-soaked field as the shades 
of night fall. 

As Saul lay dying, pierced with arrows, 
did he hear again his own bright young

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The Division of the Land Completed 


Joshua 18 and 19

HE OPENING verse of our present por- 

tion. marks an important point in 

the history of Israel. Hitherto they 

had used the ark as a center, and 
Gilgal was the place to which they re- 
turned again and again as their base of 
operations. Joshua had also built an 
altar on Mount Ebal (Josh. 8:30). Doubt- 
less that also served as a center of wor- 
ship. 

But the setting up of the tabernacle 
was an indication that things had 
reached the point where it was possible 
for the nation as a whole to carry on the 
regular religious services which had their 
beginnings at Mount Sinai. The military 
movements incident to the conquest 
would hardly permit of that. But now 
“the land was subdued before them.” 
Very appropriately, therefore, the taber- 
nacle was set up in Shiloh (peace). Later, 
of course, Jerusalem became the more 
permanent center. 

It is one thing to subdue, but quite an- 
other to inherit and enjoy the land. 
“There remained among the children of 
Israel seven tribes, which had not yct 
received their inheritance.” In other 
words, more than half of the tribes were 
still homeless and unsettled. And ap- 
parently they had become indifferent, for 
“Joshua said unto the children of Israel, 
How long are ye slack to go to possess the 
land, which the Lord God of your fathers 
hath given you?” 

The fact that he addressed himself to 
“the children of Israel” looks as though 
he was speaking to the whole nation. If 
so, it indicates that what concerned the 
seven tribes was really the business of 
them all. In any case, it would be in 
keeping with what we find elsewhere in 
Scripture. For example, you will recall 
that when Elijah repaired the altar of 
the Lord that was broken down, he took 
twelve stones according to the number of 
the tribes of Israel, even though the na- 
tion was divided at the time. The Lord 
always sees His people as a whole. And 
so, in spite of the many divisions in the 
Church today, there is a unity that 
abides. 

There may even be a divine purpose in 
division. It is so easy to settle down 
around a religious center. It was right 
that Israel should have such a center. 
That was one of the chief functions of 
the tabernacle and its services. But that 
did not mean that they were to settle 
down there and forget about those who 
had not entered into their inheritance.

It will be recalled that when they were 
at Horeb, where they built the tabernacle, 
the Lord said, “Ye have dwelt long 
enough in this mount: turn you, and take 
your journey” (Deut. 1:6, 7). In like 
manner Joshua had to stir them up. And 
it was here, no doubt, that he discovered 
(if he did not know it before) that it 
takes courage to divide the inheritance 
as well as to subdue it. Very often that 
requires more courage than to face an 
out-and-out enemy. 

But Joshua was equal to the occasion 
and commanded them to provide three 
men from each tribe to go through the 
land again to describe it and to divide it 
into seven parts. If each of the twelve 
tribes had to provide three men, then 
there would be thirty-six men altogether. 
If only the seven tribes which had not 
yet inherited are meant here, then there 
would be twenty-one men in the party. 
But even that number would be nearly 
twice the number of those who composed 
the first expedition which set out from 
Kadesh-barnea. 

We may wonder why these repeated 
expeditions. A simple answer to that 
seems to be that we cannot go over the 
ground of our inheritance too often. No 
doubt details were discovered on this trip 
that had not been noticed before. In the 
first place, there were more eyes to see 
them. And secondly, these men could 
look around with more deliberation than 
those who came as spies, having to work 
swiftly and secretly. Then too, these 
were probably younger men to whom all 
of this territory was new. But their joy 
in making personal discoveries would not 
be less because some of their older breth- 
ren had seen the same things before. 
What God has prepared for those that 
love Him is always fresh, incorruptible, 
undefiled, and unfading. 

When once an inheritance had been 
assigned as determined by the casting of 
lots, the location was final. Accordingly 
we read, “Judah shall abide in their coast 
on the south, and the house of Joseph 
shall abide in their coasts on the north” 
(Josh. 18:5). At the same time, this 
would also indicate to the seven tribes 
that they were not to look for their in- 
heritance there. 

It is true that we do learn later that 
Simeon inherited “within the inheritance 
of the children of Judah,” but that was 
because “the portion of the children of 
Judah was too great for them.” As for 
the Levites, Joshua repeated that they 


were to have “no part” among their 
brethren. Their inheritances were of a 
different character altogether, as we have 
seen in our study of chapter 13. And the 
tribes of Gad and Reuben, with the half 
tribe of Manasseh, who had received their 
inheritance “beyond Jordan on the east,” 
could not seek another portion now on 
the west. 

All of that, of course, is negative. But 
it has its positive side also. The fact that 
these tribes had already entered into 
their inheritances should encourage and 
inspire the others to go and do likewise. 
And so “the men arose, and went away: 
and Joshua charged them that went to 
describe the land, saying, Go and walk 
through the land, and describe it, and 
come again to me, that I may here cast 
lots for you before the Lord in Shiloh” 
(Josh. 18:8). 

To really know a country one has to 
walk through it and describe it. We may 
fly over it and get a comprehensive view, 
or we may drive through it and get a 
passing view. But to really know it we 
have to walk through it. And when we 
attempt to describe it in writing, then we 
become thoroughly acquainted with it. 
Would to God that we all knew more 
about this in connection with our spirit- 
ual blessings. God has revealed them to 
us by His Spirit, but we have been slack 
to go in and possess our possessions. 


All Satisfied With Their Portion 

Having walked through the land, and 
having described it, the men returned to 
Joshua, “to the host at Shiloh.” But it 
was not sufficient to have it all written 
down in a book. They must not be con- 
tent to know, like some today, that “it is 
in the Bible.” The next step is to “right- 
ly divide” it. And in order to do this 
they must seek, first of all, the mind of 
the Lord. 

In their case that was done by the cast- 
ing of lots. And we never hear of any 
dissatisfaction with this. They might 
have claimed, like the sons of Joseph, 
that their inheritance was too small; but 
there is not even a hint here that some 
thought they had been slighted while 
others were favored. 

Judah’s portion, the first to be as- 
signed west of the Jordan, contained 
some of the least desirable parts of the 
land. Benjamin and Joseph, on the other 
hand, had some of the most desirable 
parts of the land within their borders. 
But we do not hear of Simeon claiming

what belonged to Benjamin, nor of 
Zebulun demanding part of that which 
pertained to Issachar. The children of 
Judah might dwell at Jerusalem (Josh. 
15:63), but the city itself belonged to 
Benjamin (Josh. 18:19). 

The tribe of Benjamin was the first of 
the remaining seven tribes to have its 
inheritance assigned. We note that 
“their lot came forth between the chil- 
dren of Judah and the children of Jo- 
seph” (v. 11). They were flanked on 
either side by these great leaders. Their 
territory is described first of all with re- 
spect to its borders, and then with respect 
to the cities which it included. Among 
the latter there are some reminders of 
paganism. It is interesting to note that 
at least three of the places were renamed, 
perhaps on that very account. In verse 
13 mention is made of “Luz, which is 
Bethel.” If this is the place referred to 
in Genesis 28:19, and there is good reason 
to believe that it is, then we know that 
it was Jacob who gave it its new name. 
To him it was “the house of God,” and 
“the gate of heaven” (Gen. 28:17), and 
that is why he called it Bethel. 

Kirjath-baal, that is, the city of Baal, 
was also called Kirjath-jearim (Josh. 18: 
14). And finally, we read of “Jebusi, 
which is Jerusalem.” Similar changes 
are noted in chapter 14, such as “Kirjath- 
sannah, which is Debir,” and “Kirjath- 
arba, which is Hebron.” Such changes 
are not without their spiritual signifi- 
cance and it is not difficult to see how 
they may illustrate changes that have 
been wrought for us since the Lord Jesus 
became our Lord and Saviour. Our whole 
status both for time and eternity has 
been changed. For “if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old things 
are passed away; behold, all things are 
become new” (II Cor. 5:17). 


“And the second lot came forth to 
Simeon, even for the tribe of the chil- 
dren of Simeon according to their fami- 
lies: and their inheritance was within 
the inheritance of the children of Judah” 
(Josh. 19:1). The reason for this is 
stated in verse 9. Simeon was Judah’s 
older brother. Both were sons of Leah, 
the older wife of Jacob. 

In the case of Simeon’s inheritance, 
we do not read of borders. There was no 
need for that. But it is very interesting 
to notice that the first place mentioned 
among the cities which were allotted to 
them was Beer-sheba, and the last to be 
mentioned was Baalath-beer, the Ramah 
of the south. The word “beer” (in the 
original) means “a well.” These two 
wells, one at either end of their inherit- 
ance, suggest a ministry similar to that 
which attended the Israelites in the des- 
ert where they all “drank of that spiritual 
Rock that followed them: and that Rock 
was Christ” (I Cor. 10:4). He remained 
with them from start to finish. 

Zebulun and Issachar come next (Josh. 
19:10 ff), in the third and fourth places 
respectively. ‘They were also sons of 
Leah, and once again the older follows 
the younger (cf. Gen. 30:17-20), a pro- 
cedure we have noticed before in these 
studies in connection with Ephraim and 
Manasseh. Then the sixth and seventh 
lots came out for the children of Naph- 
tali and the children of Dan, both sons of 
Bilhah, Rachel’s maid. And once more 
the natural order is reversed and the 
older follows the younger (cf. Gen. 30: 
5-8). 

The lesson which all of this teaches us 
bears repeating. It takes some of us a 
long time to Iearn it. 


Land Enough for Every Tribe 
There is an important change in trans- 


Let us come before his presence with thanksgiving ...—Psalm 95:2. 
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lation in connection with Joshua 19:47 
which should be noted. As it stands in 
our Authorized Version it may leave the 
impression that since Dan was the last 
of the tribes to inherit, he had to take 
what was left, and that it was not suf- 
ficient. In J. N. Darby’s excellent trans- 
lation it is rendered: “And the border of 
the children of Dan ended with these,” 
or, “went beyond these.” 

But evidently they had to fight for pos- 
session, for we read that they “went up to 
fight against Leshem, and took it, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword, and 
possessed it, and dwelt therein, and called 
Leshem, Dan, after the name of Dan 
their father.” 

The manner in which the Spirit of God 
multiplies details here indicates that 
there is something to be learned from the 
steps which led up to the victorious 
possession of the city, and to the change 
of its name. 

It appears that the inhabitants of 
Leshem would not yield to the Israelites 
without a fight. Perhaps they thought 
that inasmuch as some of the Canaanites 
were not driven out, they too would be 
left in possession. But it was not to be 
so in their case. They could not stand 
before the tribe of Dan, whose name 
means “judge.” And it may be that we 
have in this city a figure of that “last 
enemy” that shall be destroyed (cf. 
I Cor. 15:26) when once “the Judge of all 
the earth” rises up to execute judgment. 

Then, “when they had made an end of 
dividing the land ... the children of 
Israel gave an inheritance to Joshua the 
son of Nun among them” (Josh. 19:49). 
He who had been used of God to secure 
the inheritance for others, finally re- 
ceived his own. Nothing is a more gen- 
uine mark of true greatness in Joshua

ITH a prison cell for his work- 

shop, a library of two books, and 

a country grammar school edu- 

cation, John Bunyan created 
two of the world’s greatest religious alle- 
gories, Pilgrim’s Progress and The Holy 
War. Now, because of the recent re- 
printing of The Holy War, men are spec- 
ulating again as to what power enabled 
the seventeenth century tinker to pro- 
duce this book, and are turning for the 
answer to his life and his stormy spiritual 
conversion. 

Born, in Bedford, England, in 1628, 
young John Bunyan terrorized the 
crooked lanes of his home town with his 
cursing, swearing, and blaspheming of 
the name of God. But each night the 
boy moaned in his sleep as he dreamed 
of evil spirits in monstrous shapes and 
fiends blowing flame out of their nostrils. 
They had come to punish him for his 
wickedness, he knew. 

“Once,” says a biographer who heard 
him tell the story of his visions, “he 
dreamed he saw the face of heaven as if 
it were on fire, the firmament crackling 
and shivering with the noise of mighty 
thunder. An archangel flew in the midst 
of heaven, sounding a trumpet, and a 
glorious throne was seated in the east, 
whereon sat One in brightness like the 
morning _ star. Whereupon Bunyan, 
thinking it was the end of the world, fell 
upon his knees, and said, ‘O Lord, have 
mercy on me! The day of judgment is 
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come, and I am not prepared.’” 

These visions and dreams tormented 
the boy for years. Often in the midst of 
his games on the village green, he stopped 
abruptly, trembling with the fear of 
God’s wrath. The next minute he swore 
roughly at his playmates, his fear for- 
gotten. 

Then the visions stopped entirely, and 
Bunyan says that he fell into all kinds 
of vice and wickedness. Thoughts of God 
became distasteful to him. Even the 
sight of a book on a religious subject 
made him shudder. Yet he never was a 
drunkard, and by his own firm declara- 
tion was never unchaste. His worst sins 
were playing tipcat on Sunday, ringing 
the church bells as a prank, swearing, 
and dancing on the village green. But by 
his own admission, heaven was far from 
his sight and mind. He had said to God, 
“Depart from me, for-I desire not the 
knowledge of Thy ways.” 

Yet he knew that God did not leave 
him. Once when he was serving in the 
army in one of England’s civil wars, an- 
other soldier offered to take his place in 
the next siege. That night, the soldier, 
on sentinel duty instead of Bunyan, was 
shot in the head and killed. “Here were 
judgment and mercy,” Bunyan said. Yet 
even this did not awake his soul to its 
need for God. 

After the war, he married an orphan 
girl from a neighboring town. She was 
so poor that all she brought to their new

home were two books, The Practice of 
Piety and The Plain Man’s Pathway to 
Heaven. Together the husband and wife 
read these books. Although Bunyan 
never learned the way of salvation from 
them, they did create in him a desire to 
reform his life. 

Soon he was kneeling in the village 
church twice a day. The Anglican ritual 
fascinated his intensely religious mind, 
and because he lacked the truth to sat- 
isfy his soul, he superstitiously worshiped 
the things of the church. Priest, clerk, 
vestment, liturgy, high place—all things 
contained in the church he considered 
holy. 


De SUNDAY MORNING, the 
minister denounced the breaking of the 
Sabbath from the pulpit. Bunyan ap- 
plied the sermon to himself. He walked 
home slowly with a burden of conviction 
on his heart. But after he had eaten his 
ample Sunday meal, his feelings of guilt 
disappeared. 

Taking his bat, he started for the vil- 
lage green for his usual Sunday game of 
tipcat. He struck the ball once and lifted 
his arm to strike again, when he heard a 
voice in the heavens say, “Wilt thou leave 
thy sins and go to heaven, or have thy 
sins and go to hell?” 

Bunyan dropped his bat and stared up 
into the sky. He thought he saw the 
Lord Jesus Himself looking down with 
obvious displeasure. Bowing his head, 
Bunyan reviewed his life there on the 
green. He convinced himself that he had 
been such a great and grievous sinner 
that it was too late for him to look to God 
for forgiveness. Mentally, he shrugged 
his shoulders and decided that if the case 
be thus, then surely his state was hope- 
less. And if he was certain of damna- 
tion, he might just as well be damned for 
many sins as for few. And so he “re- 
turned desperately to his sport.” 

For a month or more after this, he 
greedily looked for sin. Then one day, as 
he stood in front of a neighbor’s window, 
cursing and swearing, a woman, not of 
especially good reputation herself, leaned 
out. “You’ve the rost ungodly fellow I 
ever heard in all my life,” she shouted. 
“Shut your mouth, before you ruin all the 
youth in the town.” 

Silenced by this strong rebuke, again 
Bunyan brooded on his life and staunchly 
declared another period of reformation. 
He gave up swearing completely, read the 
historical books of the Bible, and tried 
earnestly to keep the commandments. 
His neighbors stopped ridiculing him as 
“Tom of Bedlam” and praised his godli- 
ness. Bunyan himself thought he pleased 
God as well as any man in England. 
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With an effort he pulled himself away 
from the sport of bell ringing. For awhile 
he came and leaned against the old door- 
way and looked longingly as some neigh- 
bor pulled the bell rope. Then he became 
afraid to do even this. What if the bells 
should fall, he wondered? What if even 
the steeple itself should come hurtling 
down? After that, he stayed away. 

Dancing on the green bothered him, 
too. For a year, he tried to give it up. 
When at last he did, he gloated to him- 
self, “God cannot choose but be pleased 
with me now.” 


i= DAY as he strolled into 
Bedford, he saw three or four women sit- 
ting in the sunshine, talking about the 
things of God. By this time, Bunyan 
was a brisk talker himself in religious 
matters, so he sat down with them, in- 
tending to join in the discussion. 

But he soon realized that they were 
speaking in a strange language. “I heard 
but I understood not,” he said. They 
spoke of a new birth, a work of God in 
their own hearts, and their own miser- 
able state. 

Bunyan was humbled and fascinated, 
drawn again and again into their com- 
pany on his way to his tinker’s shop. 
The more he went, the more he began to 
question his own righteousness in which 
he had felt so confident. There came 
over him a “great softness of heart and a 
great bending in his mind toward godly 
meditation.” 

He saw the Bible with new eyes and 
read it as he never had before. Over and 
over he read the epistles of Paul. “In- 
deed, I was never out of the Bible, either 
by reading or by meditation, crying out 
to God that I might know the truth and 
the way to heaven and glory.” 

Then began the spiritual conflict that 
tore him apart, mentally and physically, 
for several years. Soon he wondered if 
he had any faith. Should he put it to 
the test of miracles on the rain pools in 
the Estow road? If they dried up at his 
command, he would not doubt his faith. 
But if the puddles remained puddles, 
would not that be proof he “had no faith 
but was a castaway and lost’? It was 
too great a risk, he decided, and passed 
on down the road, still wondering if he 
possessed any faith. 

His realistic visions returned. He 
dreamed while he was still awake. He 


dreamed of the good women of Bedford ° 


sitting on the sunny side of a mountain 
while he shivered in the cold, separated 
from them by a wall. Around and around 
that wall he traveled, looking for an 
opening. At last he found one, too nar- 
row for body and soul and sin; just wide 
enough for body and soul. At last he 
struggled through, and felt that he, too, 
had entered through the gate, which was 
Jesus Christ; he had left the sin of the 
world behind him, and was warmed by 
the sunshine of God’s love. 

But before long the shadows of gloom 
had blotted out the sunshine. Now he 
was tortured by doubts as to whether he 
was one of the elect. And he kept asking 
himself if the day of grace might not be 
past and gone. Yet while he agonized 
over these problems, the world went on. 
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How strange it seemed to Bunyan that it 
did. How strange that Christian people 
should fret about outward losses of ma- 
terial goods. If his soul were only right 
with God, and he could be sure it was, 
he would think himself rich with nothing 
but bread and water. 


Eke AND GLorRY alternated 
in his mind during the next years. Some- 
times he became so convinced of God’s 
love that he wanted to tell the very 
crows in the fields about it. But during 
his storms of doubt he often wished he 
were a dog or a horse, envying them that 
they had no souls to perish under the 
weight of sin. Time after time passages 
of Scripture beat into his mind to cause 
him to doubt his salvation. Then, just 
as vividly, a strange voice spoke other 
verses to his heart to comfort him with 
the reality of God’s love and mercy. 

Try as he did to conquer it, a part of 
his mind remained hostile to God. As he 
read the Bible in his cottage, he suddenly 
questioned all that he read. “Floods of 
blasphemies against God, Christ, and the 
Scriptures were poured upon my spirit; 
questions against the very being of God 
and of His only beloved Son, as to 
whether there was in truth a God or 
Christ, or no; and whether the Holy 
Scriptures were not a fable and cunning 
story rather than the holy and pure 
Word of God,” he wrote later about this 
period in his life. 


"The God of harvest praise; 


As he prayed, he felt Satan tugging at 
his coat, saying, “Make haste, you have 
prayed enough.” He was possessed of a 
devil, he knew. He compared himself to 
a child carried off by the gypsies. “Kick 
sometimes, I did, and scream and cry, 
but yet I was as one bound in the wings 
of temptation.” 

Soon the fear that he might betray his 
Saviour began vo torture him. He was 
tempted to “sell and part with this most 
blessed Christ; to exchange Him for the 
things of this life, for anything.” He 
could not eat, or stoop to pick up a pin, 
or look at anything, without having the 
temptation pound against his mind. “Sell 
Christ for this, or sell Christ for that, 
sell Him, sell Him.” He heard the words 
repeated a hundred times. 

One morning as he lay in bed, the 
words flooded through his mind again, 
and though he clenched his hands and 
shouted twenty times, “No, no, not for 
thousands, thousands, thousands,” he 
could not silence the words. Finally, 
breathless and weak from fighting this 
mental horror, he felt the thought pass 
through his mind, “Let Him go, if He 
will.” 

It was over. He had committed the 
unpardonable sin, he was certain. Run- 
ning out into the field, he lay there as a 
dead man for hours. In his guilt and 
sorrow he shrank under the hedges. In 
the days that followed he was, as he said, 
like a broken vessel driven with the

Hands, hearts and voices raise, with sweet accord; 
From field to garner throng, bearing your sheaves along, 


And in your harvest song bless ye the Lord.’ 
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OMETIME AGO a terse bit of modern 
phraseology would often be heard— 
“Don’t kid yourself.” It was an ex- 
asperated attempt to call atten- 

tion to the fact that the person was really 
childish in trying to act out a course that 
anyone should know was not the right 
one. If we would but think honestly over 
our words or actions, we would see how 
childish some of our intentional subter- 
fuges are. It is another matter, however, 
when the mind adapts one of its count- 
less devices which actually makes us 
think the action is genuine and the mo- 
tive right, when instead it is the expres- 
sion of an inner drive or need quite un- 
known to us. 

We should be alert to the fact that the 
mind is capable of some queer tricks. Its 
purpose, of course, is to achieve the ends 
normal people desire. It is as if another 
individual within us, yet quite apart from 
us, constantly tries to achieve the ends 
we desperately want—but does not tell us 
just how the effect we want will be pro- 
duced. 

Let us suppose that two sisters are 
talking together. One complains that 
since baby brother arrived at the home 
she has not had the attention she be- 
lieves to be her due. To this remark, 
spoken out of a sense of self-pity and 
perhaps having some element of justifi- 
cation, the other sister makes a sugges- 
tion—why not play sick? Surely this will 
call the parents to her side, and then 
they will realize how much she means to 
them. And so make-believe drama is 
enacted. The attention received is en- 
joyed even while the setting of it is the 
sick room. 

Now, this is one of the devices our 
minds actually use—that of suggesting 
another way of getting what we want. 
The actual means to its achievement is 
of little concern to the subconscious. If 
this is the product of deliberate study, 
then it must be labeled fraud or self- 
deceit. It may, however, be uninten- 
tional, a trick of the emotions and the 
mind, and we can be quite innocent of 
any deliberate hypocrisy. Christian peo- 
ple would not be tempted too strongly in 
doing the former, but they, like all other 
mortals, might easily fall prey to the 
compensating devices of the subconscious 
and, while they are sincere about their 
new attitude, they could be sincerely 
wrong. : 

As we sketch a few brief instances of 
unwillful compensation, some might be 
recognized as having, at least in part, 
happened to us. We would then be fore-

warned against allowing such tendencies 
to mar the Christian testimony each of us 
should bear. Let us not think that such 
compensation belongs only to the neu- 
rotic or deranged. These representative 
types will be employed as devices by all 
of us, unless we are realistic and sin- 
cerely honest. 

Ordinarily the tendency to self-decep- 
tion arises only when there is a conflict, 
for instance, between what we want to do 
and what we should do, or between the 
unwillingness to be what we really are 
and what we desire others to think we 
are. To say that knowing the right 
course is the answer might well serve 
our purpose, except that it does not take 
into consideration the unconscious atti- 
tudes, excuses, and devices the mind will 
employ to maintain its purposes, and 
these quite without suggesting they are 
frauds. Perhaps these words of Jeremiah 
are just being vindicated by the modern 
psychiatrist: “The heart is deceitful 
above all things, and desperately wicked: 
who can know it?” (Jer. 17:9). We must 
not consign this verse to the other fellow 
alone—our own hearts can do foolish 
things. 


Ben DOUBLE MOTIVE is a very 
common device of the mind. We know 
we want to do a certain thing, yet duty 
lies in another direction; so we build up 
a whole scheme of reasoning to support 
the course we take, and all of it seems 
quite plausible. This kind of reasoning 
requires a mental “double set of books,” 
for deep inside we begin to live two kinds 
of lives whenever it is used. Since we 
are the only ones who know the real 
motives, such reasoning can become the 
basis for a guilt complex and lead to a 
complete emotional breakdown when it 
involves important areas of one’s life. 

There are many who live by a series of 
argumentations, compromises, and super- 
ficial subterfuges. This course costs more 
than it is worth, for such folks “save 
face” at the expense of inner peace. The 
price is always severe tension. Perhaps 
one of the worst results of self-delusion 
is the perversion of sound reasoning that 
naturally follows when black is called 
white. A basic confusion of moral right- 
ness or wrongness sets in. 

True Christian humility would save us 
from many of the pitfalls into which we 
stumble in an effort to appear successful. 
The fear of losing caste or place in our 
own eyes and those of our associates will 
often lead us to blame one thing when 








something else is the real cause. By do- 
ing this, we are the more readily excused 
by others, and so our minds choose that 
course which will avoid any damage to 
the ego. 

Dr. Karl R. Stolz, who is dean of the 
Hartford School of Religious Education 
and an outstanding consultant on per- 
sonal problems, tells (in Tricks Our 
Minds Play on Us, pages 141, 142) the 
story of how a man was discharged be- 
cause he was unequal to the demands of 
his position. This action came only after 
his employer had made every possible 
effort to help him fill the position. Then 
came the reaction, as it always does to 
each of us when the personality is 
crossed. In this case, the man became 
bitter and hostile, accusing his employer 
of doing a great injustice. To friends 
helping him find another position, he 
declared that he had become lax in his 
moral conduct and that the Lord had 
moved his employer to discharge him as a 
chastening for his misdeeds. A confer- 
ence of his friends with the employer 
revealed the truth, that the discharged 
man was held in good esteem and that 
the reason for his dismissal was simply 
a lack of the required skill. 

In analyzing this case we see that the 
man’s occupational pride was greater 
than moral self-respect. His evaluation 
of personal skill and pride of achievement 
were spared at the sacrifice of a moral 
standard, because it spared his ego to a 
greater extent. 

So we use our excuses for substitutes 
for work, for effort, and accomplishments. 
The path of these mortals is strewn with 
the unhappy wrecks who discover they 
can no longer live with themselves, and 
soon are unfitted to live successfully 
with others.

| HE MANIFEST SINCERITY With 
which some explain their actions often 
reveals them as victims of an inversion 
of cause and effect. If one believes that 
another is trying to secure his place at 
the office, it may cause one to adopt an 
attitude toward the other person that is 
false. The mental anguish which one 
endures who senses that he is being un- 
dermined in such an important thing as 
a position in a life work is a severe strain 
on mind and body. Each action of the 
accused is interpreted as a sure proof of 
his intention to take his place. Usually 
it is without foundation in fact, and can

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He Wrote tlymns 
That Last

Isaac Watts died 200 years ago 
this month, but his songs of 
heaven continue to bless the

complain about the sad state of congre- 
gational singing. Well, that is exactly 
what a rather remarkable young man 
did; he not only complained, but he tried 
to remedy that sad state of singing. 

One day an official of his father’s 
church heard young Isaac Watts com- 
plaining about the poor tunes and poorer 
way of singing them, and he challenged 
Watts to find something better. This 
Watts proceeded to do—and at once. For 
by the following Sunday he had written 
his first hymn, “Behold the Glories of 
the Lamb.” This hymn received so much 
praise after its first singing, that he de- 
cided to write more hymns. This was 
work he loved, and he kept at it con- 
stantly with such enthusiasm that by 
1707, when the first English hymnbook 
was published, nearly the entire hymn 
content was Watts’ own compositions. 

Isaac Watts was born in 1674, at the 
time his father was in prison because of 
his Non-conformist beliefs. Young Watts 
attended the Non-conformist academy at 
Newington, England; and in 1698 was 
appointed assistant clergyman to the 
Mark Lane congregation, becoming the 
regular pastor in 1702. 

He was of rather frail physique—only 
five feet tall and very thin. In 1712 he 
was forced, because of ill health, to re- 
sign his pastorate. Some time later he 
was invited by Sir Thomas Abney, the 
former Lord Mayor of London, to spend 
a week at his beautiful country place, 
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Abney Park. Going to this beautiful es- 
tate with the intention of making a 
week’s visit, he stayed the rest of his life. 
Here his learned treatises on logic, phi- 
losophy and science were written; here 
his timeless hymns were composed. 


W ans’ HYMNS started the 
English people singing, just as Luther’s 
hymns had started the German people 
singing almost two hundred years be- 
fore. In some English churches, for a 
number of years, no other except Watts’ 
hymns were ever sung. In John Wesley’s 
first published hymnal, The Charlestown 
Collection of Psalms and Hymns (1737- 
38), approximately one-half were Watts’ 
compositions. 

Their great popularity spread across 
the Atlantic too. Benjamin Franklin ad- 
mired them so much that the first book 
turned out by his printing press was 
Watts’ Psalms and Hymns (1741). 

Isaac Watts never married. But he 
loved children and, like Luther, he had 
the gift of writing special hymns for 
children. In 1715 he published a book of 
children’s songs. “Hush, My Babe, Lie 
Still and Slumber” is acknowledged to be 
one of the most beautiful of all chil- 
dren’s songs. 

George MacDonald said of Watts: 
“Some of his hymns will be sung, I fancy, 
so long as men praise God together.” The

hymn writer Montgomery, himself the 
author of “Go to Dark Gethsemane” and 
“In the Hour of Trial,” declared Watts to 
be “the greatest name among hymn writ- 
ers.” Matthew Arnold believed Watts’ 
hymn, “When I Survey the Wondrous 
Cross,’’ to be the greatest hymn in the 
English language. 

The first Christian hymn ever heard 
by the Japanese was Watts’ “Before Je- 
hovah’s Awful Throne.” In 1853, when 
Commodore Perry paid his memorable 
visit to Japan, this hymn was sung dur- 
ing divine services aboard the flagship, 
led by the marine band to the tune of 
“Old Hundred.” 

John Wesley’s favorite hymn was 
Watts’ “I'll Praise My Maker While I’ve 
Breath,” which is a metrical version of 
Psalm 146. Wesley used it in his last 
preaching service on February 22, 1791, 
in City Road Chapel. The following 
week he became seriously ill, and died 
with the first line of this hymn on his 
lips. 

Probably the best known of all Watts’ 
six hundred hymns is his stately “Our 
God, Our Help in Ages Past,” which is 
a-paraphrase of Psalm 90.

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AVING been allowed of God to see 
thousands of natives in the Solo- 
mon Islands turn from the dark- 
ness of their devil worship to the 

light of the gospel, I can confidently wit- 
ness that this has been accomplished 
wholly through the Word of God, the only 
textbook this island church of more than 
twelve thousand members has ever 
known. 

Five simple words from that Word 
should be at once a comfort and a chal- 
lenge to all Christians. They are found 
in Romans 2:7: “Patient continuance in 
welldoing.” This simple phrase is one of 
the truest and most concise descriptions 
of the believer’s life and service for God. 

“Patient continuance” represents one 
word in the Greek, yet these two English 
words stress most helpfully and truly two 
of the qualities most needed by every 
Christian in character and service. 

Hebrews 10:36 urges: “Ye have need of 
patience.” Why should I need to be pa- 
tient? Why should I have to put up with 
people, with things? Why does not God 
make the Christian life smooth and easy? 

One reasor. is that “the whole world 
lieth in the evil one” (I John 5:19, R. V.), 
and the enemy of souls is not going to 
make life an easy path for us. 

But there is a far deeper reason, found 
in Galatians 5:22. “The fruit of the Spirit 
is love, joy, peace, etc.” These first three 
qualities are essentially enjoyable. Who 
does not want to be loved, and to be lov- 
able? And joy, well, the word denotes 
that it too is enjoyable. Peace and a quiet 
heart are ever so blessed and desirable in 
these days of anxiety and world unrest. 
These three quiet virtues are all delightful 
in experience. 

But long-suffering, which comes next in 
the fruit of the Spirit, gives us pause. 
Actually the word here rendered long- 
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Patience Comes trom Sullering

suffering is translated in Hebrews 6:12 as 
patience—those who by “patience inherit 
the promises.” Thus suffering and pa- 
tience are almost synonymous and repre- 
sent the same exercise of soul. 

Long-suffering! We feel instinctively 
we would rather avoid it; we would 
rather be without this emotion of the 
soul. Yet we cannot, for it is part of the 
indivisible fruit of the Spirit. It is God’s 
beneficent out working in our souls, just 
as much and just as essential as the love, 
joy and peace. 

Our Saviour was not exempt from this 
emotion. True, He was “anointed with 
the oil of gladness above his fellows,” yet 
He was at the same time supremely the 
Man of sorrows. Just as in the meal offer- 
ing, which typified the perfections of 
Christ in its evenness and balance, in 
which no quality was in excess and no 
quality was lacking, so in the experience 
of Christ, both joy and sorrow were 
needed in the perfect balance of His emo- 
tions. 

And so they must be with us, if we are 
really to have “the mind of Christ.” We 
may habitually dwell in joy, the keynote 
of the Christian life; yet we must at times 
also experience the suffering of patience. 
Let us remember that though the tree 
needs the sunshine to make it grow up, it 


also needs the storms to make it grow’ 


down, to become “rooted and grounded.” 


J AMES 1:4 URGES, “Let patience 
have her perfect work, that ye may be 
perfect [well balanced] and entire, want- 
ing nothing.” Here the exercise is per- 
sonal, and in the soul. It represents the 
growth of Christian character; slow it 
may be, but ever so needful. 

Romans 5:3, 4 outlines both the process 
and product of patience in exercise. “We 
know,” writes Paul, “that tribulation,” 
suffered and accepted in the will of God, 
“worketh patience.” Here is one process 
by which patience is developed. It does 
not come full-orbed to the believer, but 
needs to grow steadily and gradually, as 
we accept tribulation as God’s will for us. 

Next its product is stressed, for pa- 
tience works and enriches experience, and 
experience accumulated and remembered 
works and increases hope, a hope that 
makes not ashamed. Here is a blessed 
sequence of operations which knows no 
finality, one of the chief assets of a 
growth in grace and character. 

In James 5:7 we have the other aspect 
of the need and gracious operation of pa- 
tience: “The husbandman waiteth for the 
precious fruit of the earth, and hath long 
patience for it.” Here this difficult virtue 
is stressed in regard to service. How 
needed and often how difficult it is in ex- 
ercise, most Christian workers will readily 
agree. Of course some fruits ripen more 


slowly than: others. We may have to wait 
long, till God’s time comes, but then how 
often He rewards us with abundant har- 
vest! 


os CONTINUANCE. This is 
the other quality vitally needed in service 
for God, yet at times so difficult. It is true 
that “hope deferred maketh the heart 
sick.” Yet, thank God, again and again 
when things have seemed most hopeless, 
He graciously surprises us with showers 
of blessing and gracious results. 

Of course the only safe basis of success- 
ful work for God is as of old: “They con- 
tinued steadfastly in the apostles’ doc- 
trine” (Acts 2:42). For only the pure 
Word of God is quick and powerful. Yet, 
alas, there is such a thing as dead ortho- 
doxy, men holding the truth which does 
not hold them. Therefore I think we must 
add to this another condition: “If ye 
continue in my word.” That goes deeper 
and implies a glad acceptance of God’s 
will in our lives day by day. 

John 15:9 goes right to the heart of 
things: “Continue ye in my love.” It is 
only as we daily exercise this most com- 
pelling power, that we can be successful! 
in life and service. 

Acts 6:4 stresses still another absolute, 
requisite for us. “We will give ourselves; 
continually to prayer.” For “if we are too 
busy to pray, we are too busy.” Then will | 
follow its inevitable sequel: “I continue,” 
cries Paul, “I continue unto this day, wit- 
nessing both to small and great” (Acts 
26:22). So the man testified, so the ar- 
dent apostle lived. God give us grace and 
determination that we too shall so con- 
tinue! 


F INALLY, WELLDOING. What a. 
simple, concise and yet accurate summary 
of much of Christian life and service. Just 
welldoing, day by day, with nothing spec- 
tacular or romantic or exciting! Just the 
daily round, the common task. For after 
all, how much of Christian life and serv- 
ice is composed of small daily duties, and 
simple acts of kindness and self-secrifice, 
often unnoticed by anyone but Christ. 

Yet little things can be made great 
things, when they are deliberately made 
God’s things. Did not the Saviour stress 
this great truth when He specially noticed 
and commended the value to Him of the 
widow’s mite, and the cup of cold water? 
He was watching then, He watches still, 
such acts of devotion done for others, yet 
done with our eyes on Him. 

As the age draws to its close, soon there 
‘may come a complete cessation of earthly 
service. For when He comes, the tense of 
the word “welldoing” will be changed. In- 
deed may it be “well done” for each of us 
in that great day.

(I Cor. 2:6-8) 


HILE PAUL REFUSED to use the rhe- 

torical display and the philosophi- 

cal subtlety of the Greeks in his 
presentation of the gospel message, thus 
laying himself open to the charge of 
being an ignorant, uneducated person, he 
hastens to make it plain to the Greeks 
that the content of his message surpasses 
in profundity, all of the philosophies of 
Greece. His method of presentation is 
utter simplicity. His message challenges 
the best brains among the Greeks. 

Verse 6—“Wisdom” (ocodia, sophia), 
used by Paul in 2:1, 4, 5, which re- 
ferred to the rhetorical display and 
philosophical subtlety (sophistry) which 
dominated much of Greek thought and 
speech, now is used in a better sense. In 
contrast to the former, Paul asserts that 
he speaks a wisdom among those who are 
perfect. “Perfect” (rédews, teleios), spir- 
itually mature Christians. 

“World” (aidv, aidn), which Trench 
defines as “all that floating mass of 
thoughts, opinions, maxims, speculations, 
hopes, impulses, aims, aspirations, at any 
time current in the world, which it may 
be impossible to seize and accurately de- 
fine, but which constitute a most real 
and effective power, being the moral, or 
immoral atmosphere which at every mo- 
ment of our lives we inhale, again in- 
evitably to exhale.” 


“Princes” (apxwv, archon), literally 
“first ones,” the leaders, persons in au- 
thority. 


Howbeit, we speak a wisdom among 
those who are [spiritually] mature, yet 
not a wisdom of this age, nor even of the 
leaders of this age, who are being brought 
to nought. 

Verse 7—But we speak God’s wisdom by 
means of a mystery, that which has been 
hidden and is still inscrutable [to men], 
which God beforehand designated before 
the ages for our glory. Paul preached 
God’s wisdom by means of a mystery in 
that he delivered to man a doctrine hid- 
den from human understanding and re- 
vealed by God. 

Verse 8—This is a wisdom which no 
one of the leaders of this age had any 
experimental knowledge of ( yuweoxw, gind- 
sko), for if they had, they would in that 
case not have crucified the Lord of glory. 

Paul’s method of delivery was sim- 
plicity itself. The content of his message 
was profound and intellectual. His man- 
ner of presentation was most effective, 
even among the intelligentsia. This we 
learn from his command to Timothy, 
“Preach the word” (II Tim. 4:2). 

The word is (xnpicow kérusso). This 
word called to Timothy’s mind the im- 
perial herald, spokesman of the emperor, 
proclaiming in a formal, grave, and au- 
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thoritative manner that, which must be 
listened to, the*message which the em- 
peror gave him to announce. 

Paul’s manner of delivery was charac- 
terized by that dignity and formality 
which came from the consciousness that 
he was an official herald of the King of 
kings. It was accompanied by that note 
of authority which would command the 
respect, careful attention, and proper re- 
action of his listeners. Like the imperial 
herald who dared not transgress the lim- 
its of the emperor’s proclamation, Paul 
gave to his audience only what God had 
given him.

I might receive my sight.” 

What did the Lord do? Why, He healed 
his blindness and Bartimaeus could see! 
Bartimaeus got right up and followed 
Jesus. Not only his blind eyes, but his 
blind heart had been made to see. 

The poor blind mice had no one to help 
them; they scurried wildly in all direc- 
tions. Bartimaeus had the Lord to heal 
his blind eyes, and more—his blind heart. 

And we need not scurry in darkness, 
not knowing which way to turn. The 
Lord Jesus Christ said, “I am the light of 
the world: he that followeth me shall not 
walk in darkness, but shall have the light 
of life.’ And He opened our eyes to see 
the light, that wonderful light which He 
can be to every dark and blinded heart 
that will let Him shine in.

than this willingness to wait until the 
end for his part. But that does not mean 
that there was anything inferior about 
what he received. It is common proce- 
dure to award the most distinguished 
honors at the end of a program. So the 
fact that Joshua did not receive his in- 
heritance until after they had made an 
end of dividing the land puts no slight 
on what he received, even though his dis- 
tinguished colleague Caleb was among 
the first to inherit. 

There are some important and instruc- 
tive things to be noted in connection with 
the inheritance of Joshua. In the first 
place, it is spoken of as a gift from the 
children of Israel. Secondly, it was an 
inheritance “among them.” Then too, it 
was the place for which he himself had 
asked. In giving it to him they were not 
only granting his desire, they were ful- 
filling the will of God. It was “according 
to the word of the Lord that they gave 
him the city which he asked” (v. 50). 
Strangely enough, it was not located *n 
Manasseh, but in Ephraim, even though 
he was of the tribe of Manasseh. 

The place also had two-names. Here 
it is called Timnath-serah, which is said 
to mean “the portion of redundance.” 
That agrees with the fact that it was in 
Mount Ephraim, the mount of “double 
fruit.” But in Judges 2:9 it is called 
Timnath-heres, which is said to mean 
“sun portion.” Since this is found in 
connection with Joshua’s funeral, we can 
see real beauty in the change. When 
they laid away his remains in the place 
of his own choosing, it was with no 
thought of gloom and despair. In his 
history we can see the path of the just, 
which “is as the shining light, that shin- 
eth more and more unto the perfect day.” 

While he lived Joshua built the city 
and dwelt in it. He was not only a fight- 
er,, he was a builder. No wonder then 
that he ends his earthly career in the 
“sun portion.” How few fighters there 
are who are also builders. In Joshua we 
see that rare combination. May his 
tribe increase! 
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God? Where will you go? Where in the 
whole of creation will be your final place 
of refuge? In what remote spot can you 
hide your fearful life from the presence 
of His pervading Spirit? He who fereted 
Adam and Eve from their hiding place 
in Eden, will also feret you from that in- 
secure refuge in which your trembling 
soul is hiding from His sovereign pres- 
ence. 

You may try to drown your conscience 
in a sea of worldly pleasure—but God is 
there! You may seek shelter in the 
quicksands of vice and lust—but God will 
be there! You may erect your house on 
the seashore of infidelity and unbelief— 
If it were 
possible for you to share the same fate 
as Jonah, and for three days and nights 
roam about the foundations of the deep 
in the bowels of a whale, you would still 
meet the inescapable God! Though you 
could call on the mountains and hills to 
fall upon you to hide you from His fear- 
ful countenance, you would still see Him 
there upon His great white throne! 

God surrounds each one of us, and 
escape from Him is impossible. Heaven 
has no hiding place from God; earth has 
no remotest spot where He is not to be 
found; hell has no shelter from His pene- 
trating gaze. God abounds everywhere, 
and there is no place of safety in the 
whole of creation for your puny soul. 

But the presence of God can become 
to you, not a fearful specter, but a joy- 
ful and blessed delight. His thoughts 
can become intensely precious to you; 
His blessing can become new every morn- 
ing. This can be your blessed experi- 
ence, aS you come to God through Jesus 
Christ. He said: “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father but by me” (John 14:6). 

He is the way out of sin, and He is 
the way to God. He is the truth of God; 
He is the life of God. This truth and 
life He is willing to impart to you, if you 
will give Him the opportunity of con- 
trolling your will, and of governing your 
life. He will make His abode with you, 
and will lead you, not only into His per- 
vading presence, but into the Father’s 
heart, and will become all in all to you. 

My object will be achieved if some 
reader will enter into the blessing of sins 
forgiven, of hell subdued, and peace with 
heaven. Someone who reads this article 
will, I trust, find joy in His presencé, and 
those eternal pleasures which are to be 
enjoyed at His right hand. For “in thy 
presence is fullness, of joy; at thy right 
hand there are pleasures forevermore” 
(Ps. 16:11).

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An ied Evangelist Comes Home

IVIL war raged in Ireland when Bert Turner was con- 

verted at the age of eleven. There was shooting up and 
down the streets of Belfast and the other towns of northern 
Ireland, and the bitter war threatened the stability of the 
government. 

Then in 1922, when the trouble was at its worst, W.-P. 
Nicholson, a minister who was recuperating from a serious 
operation, was asked to hold a meeting in Bangor. Revival 
came through his preaching. For four years he went from 
place to place throughout northern Ireland, and through his 
instrumentality God sent a great wave of revival to that 
country. With it the civil war subsided. 

One observer, looking back on those troubled times, has 
written: “Those great missions had a greater influence in 
stilling the wrath of men than all the civil and military forces. 
Scores of gunmen and hotbloods were at that time truly con- 
verted, and many of them are now witnesses for Christ.” 

Bert Turner was converted in the old Iron Mission Hall in 
Belfast in the midst of that great revival. Caught up in its 
enthusiasm, he went back to school and asked permission to 
hold a gospel meeting in the building, though he was only 
eleven years old. It was his first evangelistic service, and his 
soul-winning zeal grew with his increasing years. 

In 1929 he came to Canada, and finally felt led to go into 
evangelistic work entirely. This brought him in 1940 to es- 
tablish his headquarters in Detroit, though he has traveled 
extensively in gospel campaigns. Having once been in the 
advertising business, he has always beer’ wide awake to oppor- 
tunities of capitalizing on modern advertising methods of 
getting the gospel before great masses of people. “Everything 
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A huge crowd packs "Blitzed Ground," where communist demonstrations are frequent, to hear Turner (facing the crowd) preach the gospel 


can be used for God,” he says, and he 
loves to organize and advertise for God. 

Little wonder then that when Detroit 
held its huge Automotive Golden Jubilee 
in 1946, Turner was there with dozens of 
volunteer workers distributing thousands 
of tracts to the crowd that poured into 
Briggs Stadium. 

For the last several years he has or- 
ganized an annual gospel cruise, charter- 
ing a lake steamer for an evening and 
crowding it with Christian young people. 
Similar projects have been staged in 
Grand Rapids, Chicago, and Cleveland. 
On August 4, Turner chartered a sky- 
writing plane to write “Jesus saves” in 
mammoth letters across the sky, directly 
over the Detroit-Yankee baseball game 
being played at Briggs Stadium. It was 
the first time to his knowledge that sky 
writing had been used for Christ.

been “to go back to Belfast and tell my 
own crowd what God has done for me.” 
The way was opened this spring. He had 
hoped to preach in the old Iron Mission 
Hall, but found that it had been destroyed 
by German bombs. The congregation, 
however, had moved to Templemore Ave- 
nue Hall, and there for three weeks Tur- 
ner held what Pastor W. E. Tocher called 
“the best campaign ever held in the hall.” 

But it was not enough just to hold a 
meeting. Turner remembered the annual 
July 12 Orangemen’s Parades in Belfast 
and determined to match them with a 
parade for Christ (see photo, opposite 
page), inviting all Protestant denomina- 
tions to take part. He organized a com- 
mittee of twelve men, lined up two Salva- 
tion Army bands, loudspeakers and 
church groups carrying banners with 
Scripture texts. 

How would it work out? He was fear- 
ful lest a failure would disgrace the evan- 
gelical forces in a hostile city, but he

misunderstanding. 

If we could withdraw that strange yet 
real thing we call “personal prejudice” 
from any given situation, and study it 
from a sound, realistic and honest view- 
point, we would be spared many a heart- 
ache and many a sad awakening. If we 
would avoid blaming others for our diffi- 
culties, it would help us strengthen our 
own resources. 

Bob Jones, the professional golfer, 
never competed against his. challenger 
in a tournament—he played against 
“par,” or the least score possible. We 
can be filled with anguish, terrorized 
with fears, and torn by emotion if at 
each turn of life’s road we are forced 
to blame someone else instead of improv- 
ing our own ability—to compromise for 
the sake of a false front instead of 
achieving our honest best. 

Let us be sincerely humble and mor- 
ally honest, for it is pride that most 
often gets us into difficulty with our- 
selves and others. As Christians, we don’t 
have to save face, for we are to be dead 
to self. Count all things of the self-life 
as dead, and begin to live for Christ and 
His kingdom. An excellent yardstick for 
measuring spiritual progress in the realm 
of ordinary living is found in I Corin- 
thians 13. 

There is a decided relationship between 
these rather practical suggestions and 
our Christian life. We are to “provide 
things honest in the sight of all men” 
(Rom. 12:17), that they may see the 
facts of faith demonstrated in and 
through our lives. Faith works in the 
office as well as in church; and after all, 
that’s where it counts most as a witness 
for God. 

Few of us have dared to let the im- 
plications of our Christian revelation 
order the whole of our thought life, our 
home life, and our social and business 
life. When we do, however, we make an 
amazing discovery—one we suspected but 
never quite had the courage to try. That 
discovery is that it gloriously works!

Answer to Povsecution 





A Street Scene in Taxco, Mexico.—Gendreau 


HE fires of persecution still burn in 
Mexico. With what spirit does the 
Mexican church expect to meet this test? 


Editorial from El Pastor Rural 


We have just read in one of our es- 
teemed colleagues (El Heraldo Mexicano) 
some documents in which brethren from 
a town of the state of Veracruz give no- 
tice to the proper authorities ... how 
they were attacked with firearms by 
fanatical Romanists while celebrating a 
religious service, three of the congrega- 
tion being killed and various wounded. 

Also in El Tiempo, one of the best read 
magazines of the republic, we find the 
news of the attack on the Christians of 
Rio Verde, S.L.P., at a time when they 
were meeting in a special service of wor- 
ship and praise to God. To the ringing 
of the bells and the shouts of the priest 
from the pulpit, a mob composed of men 
and women rushed upon the church, de- 
stroying a part of it and wounding sev- 
eral brethren, among them a North 
American, Brother Halliday.

From all parts of the country, in these 
last seven or eight years, just at the time 
when we have heard so much about the 
efforts, sacrifice and triumph of the de- 
mocracies in their struggle to establish 
human liberties among peoples—among 
which the most holy and inviolable is the 
freedom of belief—there are constantly 
reaching the capital of the republic the 
saddest, most bitter and sorrowful reports 
of evangelical Christians assassinated 
with impunity, of churches attacked with 
fire or stones, of persecutions or groups 
of believers to force them to emigrate 
from the smaller towns. 

In the larger cities the Roman Church 
in Mexico is carrying on a “cold” war 
without quarter against evangelical 
churches and evangelicals, resorting to 
boycott, threats, slander, and the grossest 
lies; making use for this purpose of leaf- 
lets, paid articles in the daily press, the 
pulpit, the confessional, etc., even going 
to the extent of stoning churches, inter- 
rupting worship and profaning houses of 
prayer. In the smaller towns, where ig- 


norance, fanaticism and superstition pre- 
vail, agitators from the intelligentsia, 
people with medallions and scapularies 
about their necks, stir up the fanatical 
masses and cause them to commit crimes 
which fill Mexico with shame, fill true 
patriots with amazement and indigna- 
tion, and many pious and humble homes 
with sorrow and mourning. 

“Lord, our Lord Jesus Christ, Lord of 
love and mercy, what kind of religion is 
that and what kind of priests are those 
who preach hatred, persecution, slander 
and assassination against those who call 
upon Thy most holy name? Lord of 
truth and wisdom, how wisely Thou didst 
remark that that tree is not good which 
brings forth bad fruit (Luke 6:43) ! What 
kind of religion is that which arouses in 
the breasts of its followers feelings of 
cruelty, intolerance, hatred, persecution 
and death? Can those feelings have been 
in Thy loving breast—in Thee, Lord, who 
didst say, ‘Learn of me, for I am meek 
and lowly of heart’?” 

Now then, dear reader and brother, in 
the name of the Lord of pardon and 
peace, let us not allow these sorrowful 
happenings to come and embitter our 
hearts with feelings of rancor and ven- 
geance. Rather let us, like the crucified 
Lord Jesus, with serenity and patience 
raise our hearts to God, repeating the 
divine prayer, “Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what they do.” 

This ought to be the holy reaction of 
the Christian people to the persecution 
of the Roman Church and the acts of 
violence of the Romish fanatics: to fall 
on our knees before our heavenly Father 
and beg Him that He invest us with the 
power of the Holy Spirit, so that we can 
bear the light of Christian truth to minds 
blinded by religious error, superstition, 
idolatry, sin and evil. We must put the 
Bible, the Word of God, into the hands 
of our people. We must have infinite 
compassion for our Mexican brethren 
who do not know Christ the Lord in the 
pages of the Gospels, who do not walk 
with Him, whose lives are not inspired 
by the life of the Lamb of God. Time, 
social influence, money, personal interest, 
prayer, our whole life ought to be put 
into this holy enterprise of bringing our 
people to the feet of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. ;

News Report 


China. In southwest China a “Rainy 
Season Bible School” among the Lisu 
tribespeople reports the entrance of a 
number of students from across the bor- 
der in Burma. One of these students is 
a Nepali from the closed land of Nepal 
on the northern frontier of India. As a 
soldier during the war he had entered 
upper Burma, and there it was that he 
heard the gospel for the first time. A 
Lisu evangelist saw him at the harvest 
festival in a place called Goomoo and 
asked him what he worshiped. “I wor- 
ship the sun,” he replied. The evangelist 
then spoke to him of Christ with such 
effect that the man became a Christian 
and went to live in a Christian village. 
He learned Lisu and is now studying the 
Bible through that language. 

Philippines. On July 5 the new’ Far 
Eastern Bible Institute and Seminary 
opened its doors in Manila. It is located 
on the outskirts of the city, adjoining 
the property of the Far East Broadcast- 
ing Company. Twenty-five students were 
enrolled in the entering class. 

Belgian Congo. The Protestant Chris- 
tian community in the Belgian Congo has 
increased to well over a million, accord- 
ing to the 1947 statistics released by the 
Congo Protestant Council. There are 44 
missions engaged in the work and occu- 
pying 249 stations.

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India. That a zealous nationalism may 
even operate against the best interests 
of the people it represents is to be seen 
in a recent pronouncement from Madras. 
In spite of the fact that medical aid for 
India’s millions is sadly inadequate, doc- 
tors holding degrees from accredited 
American medical colleges are no longer 
to be approved for registration. A previ- 
ous ruling had limited them to practice 
in charitable institutions, which left the 
way open for Christian medical missions 
to continue their ministry of healing. If 
this new action becomes widespread, how- 
ever, it will greatly cripple such work and 
deprive the Indian people of a much- 
needed source for alleviation of their ills. 

Lutheran missionaries report that in 
one small town of the Bhimavaram area 
the Hindus were so deeply impressed by 
the zeal of the young people in the 
Luther League and Sunday school rallies 
that they volunteered to be hosts to the 
leaders and speakers. “At their own 
expense, the caste people served food to 
these depressed class leaders (outcastes) 
on leaf plates and removed them also 
with their own hands.” Barriers of re- 
ligion and caste both had to be over- 
come to make such a thing possible. 


Near East. Eighteen hundred seventy 
students from Near East countries are 
studying in colleges ‘and universities in 
the United States. More than 90 per cent 
are men. One wonders how many are 
having any contact with vital Christian- 
ity in the schools where they are study- 
ing. 

Liberia. Communication between sta- 
tions by radio has already been estab- 
lished by the Lutheran mission in Liberia. 
Sanoyea and Totata are in daily contact. 
Although the distance is only 15 miles, 
the travel time for a messenger is five 
hours each way, and there is no auto 
road. Eight radio transmitter sets with 
hand generators, secured as army sur- 
plus, are now on the field, and other 
stations are being brought into contact. 

Burma, Already the opposition of the 
ruling Buddhist f6fcés in independent 
Burma has begun to show itself against 
Christianity. The University of Ran- 
goon has decided not to permit Judson 
College, the only Christian college in the 
land, to be re-established. Founded by 
Baptists more than fifty years ago, the 
college has performed important services 
for the good of the whole country. 


Irag. An urgent appeal for mission- 
aries for Iraq, the ancient land of Meso- 
potamia, appeared in a recent issue of 
The Presbyterian. That the situation is 
critical is revealed in an accompanying 
note which says: “Of all our work across 
the. world, the mission in Iraq has been 
the most neglected, and unless we find 
substantial reinforcements very soon, I 
fear that it may fold up altogether.” 

So far as we know, there is only one 
American mission in the land, the United 
Mission in Mesopotamia, a joint effort 
of the Presbyterian Church (U.S.A.), the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church, and 
the Reformed Church in America. B. D. 
Hakken, the missionary author of the 
article; says: “At one time twenty mis- 
sionaries served here, and stations were 
maintained in several cities, including 
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those on the sites of ancient Babylon 
and Nineveh. But only two stations are 
manned and the force is reduced to 
seven; only seven to give their witness 
in this land of sacred story, where Abra- 
ham was born and was called of God, 
where Daniel and Jonah prophesied and 
died, where Christ once held sway al- 
most completely. Today this land en- 
compasses two of the holy cities of Islam, 
and its inhabitants are almost entirely 
Mohammedan.” 


Japan. The Japan Biblical Seminary, 
which owes its origin to the vision and 
active support of American G.I.’s, is no 
longer to enjoy this same sponsorship. 
The Far Eastern Gospel Crusade, founded 
by the G.I.’s, decided to withdraw sup- 
port when the seminary insisted on fol- 
lowing a liberal theological trend in 
harmony with the Kyodan, or United 
Church. The Crusade still plans to estab- 
lish a Bible school in Japan, which will 
be sound in the faith. 


Korea. Eighty-five per cent of all lit- 
erature distributed in Korea is published 
by the Communist press, according to Dr. 
John W. Decker, American secretary for 
the International Missionary Council. 
“The Christian literature program in 
Asia,” he says, “is hampered by a scarcity 
of paper and a lack of understanding that 
the battle being fought in Asia is pri- 
marily for the control of men’s minds.” 
This is true in many mission fields, but 
the situation in Korea is more critical 
than in many others. Christian people 
need to be awakened to the great need for 
an adequate Christian literature program 
in mission lands. 


Brazil. The Bom Fim Leprosy Colony 
has enjoyed its first Protestant commun- 
ion service. “Some disinterested Chris- 
tians at home,” writes Missionary Bob 
Tillotson, who officiated, “should have 
seen two deacons serve communion. One 
carried the plate; the other guided the 
hands of the palsied and the blind to 
procure bread from the plate, or he 
placed the bread on the numb palm of 
a fingerless hand. The glasses were large 
to facilitate handling, but for half a 
dozen it was necessary to put the glass 
to their lips. What a spirit of prayer 
and communion hovered over us! The 
remembrance of Him who loved us and 
gave Himself for us burdened us again 
with the realization of our own unworthi- 
ness and the great privilege of minister- 
ing the things of Christ to this great col- 
ony of patients.” 
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THE ANGELS AND THE LAW 

What is the meaning in Galatians 
3:19 of these words concerning the 
giving of the law: **And it was ordained 
by angels in the hand of a mediator’’? 

These words simply state .that-the an- 
gels somehow had some share in the giv- 
ing of the law. A suggestion of this also 
appears in Deuteronomy 33:2: “The 
Lord came from Sinai ... and he came 
with ten thousands of saints: from his 
right hand there went a fiery law for 
them.” For the word “saints,” the an- 
cient Greek version of the Old Testament 
(the Septuagint) has “angels,” and this 
is directly supported by Psalm 68:17. 

Stephen also alludes to this in Acts 
7:53: “Who have received the law by the 
disposition of angels, and have not kept 
it.” The Epistle to the Hebrews, from 
another viewpoint than that of Stephen, 
also refers to this in the words: “For if 
the word spoken by the angels was stead- 
fast” (2:2). Stephen refers to the angels’ 
part in it to emphasize the majesty of 
the law, while Hebrews refers to it to 
show the inferiority of angels in relation 
to Christ. The difference of viewpoint is 
between that of man on the one hand, 
and God on the other. 

The mediator referred to can be none 
other than Moses. This term was com- 
monly applied to Moses in ancient rab- 
binical writings, while Hebrews 8:6 also 
suggests this, where, in contrast with 
Moses, the Lord Jesus Christ is declared 
to be “the mediator of a better covenant.” 
The ancient view that Christ Himself is 
the mediator referred to in Galatians 
3:19 confuses the meaning of the entire 
passage.

RUSSIA IN EZEKIEL 38 


In a book and articles recently read, 
I have noticed translations of certain 
words from Ezekiel 38 and 39 referring 
supposedly to Russia and Russian 
cities. No explanation was offered re- 
garding the origin of these words except 
for similarity in sound. What authority 
is there for these translations, such 
as Russia for Rosh: Moscow for Me- 
shech; Tobolsk for Tubal; Crimea for 
Gomer, etc.? —MTrs. A. C., Kalamazoo, 
Mich. 


Whatever justification there may be for 
referring the names mentioned in Ezekiel 
to Russia and cities in that land, such 
interpretation of the Hebrew words is 
purely arbitrary.. It is not based on the 
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root meaning of these words. This is 
particularly true of the word “Rosh” 
interpreted as Russia. The Authorized 
Version translates 38:3 and 39:1 in this 
respect as the “chief prince,’ while a 
footnote refers to it as “prince of Rosh.” 
But this is based on Hebrew vowels in- 
vented a thousand years after the Old 
Testament was written. The word “Rosh” 
never means anything but first, or chief, 
or head. ‘ 

There is mention in the Scriptures of a 
kingdom of the North opposed to God 
and His people, and it certainly does look 
as though such opposition would center 
in these days in the land of Russia, al- 
though it could also have been said of 
Germany. But the support of this view 
on the basis of similarity in the sound of 
words, particularly with regard to “Rosh,” 
is weak and doubtful. 

With regard to the interpretation of 
such names as Gomer and Togarmah, 
there is also difference of opinion among 
scholars so that not all are agreed as to 
the modern lands referred to. 

In the mind of the prophets, “the land 
of the north” is not always or necessarily 
a given locality. In Zechariah 2:6 this 
expression is evidently identified in the 
next verse with Babylon, which, though 
lying much more to the east than the 
north, is spoken of as “the land of the 
north” because, like Assyria before it, it 
always invaded Palestine from the north, 
where the great caravan route entered it.

JONAH IN THE FISH 


I have heard that Jonah after enter- 
ing the fish actually died; that his com- 
ing to life again was, therefore, a resur- 
rection from the dead, and that in this 
way he was a more perfect type of 
Christ. Is there any scriptural warrant 
for believing that Jonah actually died 
within the fish?—F.S., Jr., Arlington, Va. 


It is not essential that Jonah, even as a 
type of Christ, should have experienced a 
physical death and resurrection. Jonah 
was a “sign” to the Ninevites (Matt. 16: 
4; Luke 11:30). It was remarkable that 
a person so swallowed by a large fish 
should ever live through such an experi- 
ence. It was still more remarkable that 
he should have been so long a time within 
the “belly” or bowels of the fish and 
come out alive. 

There is no genuine evidence to show 
that he died in the physical sense. The 


account of his experience within the fish 
is highly figurative and in poetic strain, 
although it is nonetheless fact. It ex- 
presses in vivid and intensive language 
the depth and anguish of his suffering 
as cast out of God’s sight and left to the 
anguish of his remorse. He called and 
cried out of the “belly of hell” or Sheol 
(2:2); but a dead person doesn’t cry out. 

The word “hell” or Sheol is used fig- 
uratively here as elsewhere in the Scrip- 
tures. The word “fainted” in 2:7 is always 
used to describe deep thirst, exhaustion 
and the like. When he felt he could 
endure no longer, his cry came up to the 
Lord and was answered. 

The same sort of reasoning which seeks 
to prove that Jonah must have experi- 
enced physical death and resurrection to 
be a proper type of Christ, could be used 
to prove the opposite, for 2:6 states: 
“Thou brought up my life from corrup- 
tion.” But of the Lord Jesus it is pre- 
dicted in Psalm 16:10: “Neither wilt 
thou suffer thine Holy One to see corrup- 
tion.” Within the belly of the fish it 
must indeed have been corruption or the 
pit to Jonah. It cannot be shown from 
the language of Jonah that he died phys- 
ically. It indicates rather the deepest 
suffering, physical perhaps, but certainly 
spiritual, apart from death. 


5 Oe Og 
GOD’S FAITHFULNESS 

What is meant by the words in 
II Timothy 2:13, ‘‘If we believe not, yet 
he abideth faithful: he cannot deny 
himself’’? Yet in verse 12 it is stated, 
“If we deny him, he also will deny us.”’ 
—H.S., Chicago, Iil. 


The entire passage is an exhortation to 
endurance even to death if need be. The 
words to “be dead with him” in verse 11 
refer not only to the spiritual, but to the 
physical death of martyrdom, not uncom- 
mon in those times. Those who thus suf- 
fer with Him and die with Him will be 
sure to live and reign with Him, although 
this is true of all the faithful whether 
martyrs or not. 

On the contrary, those who deny Him, 
He will also deny. These are not merely 
the pagan who have never professed 
faith in Him, but unfaithful members of 
the visible Church. There is an. echo 
here of the words of Matthew 7:21-23: 
not everyone who says Lord, Lord is a 
true believer, and to such He will say, 
“Depart from me.” So the words in verse 
13, “if we believe not,” or, “if we are 
faithless,” refer to those who, though 
professing to do so, do not truly believe. 
This is further supported by the words of 
verse 19, “The Lord knoweth them that 
are his.” We may not always certainly 
know. 

The words of verse 13 have been alto- 
gether misunderstood as words of com- 
fort or as describing God as faithful, no 
matter what one is or does. They agree 
fully with the words, “If we deny him, he 
also will deny us,” and strengthen that 
statement. God is faithful here in the 
sense that He cannot deny His own char- 
acter as holy and righteous in treating as 
a believer one who is not a believer, even 
though such professes to be so. He can- 
not be untrue to Himself. There is both 
comfort here for the believer, and warn-

PEACE OR SWORD 
Will you please explain the words 
of Matthew 10:34: ‘*Think not that I 
am come to send peace on earth: I came 
not to send peace, but a sword.” 
—R.B.P., Johnstown, Pa. 


In Luke 12:51, in the very same connec- 
tion, the word “division” is found instead 
of “sword.” “Suppose ye that I am come 
to give peace on earth? I tell you, Nay; 
but rather division.” Thus the word 
“sword” in Matthew 10:34 has no con- 
nection with war, as such, as opposed to 
peace, but must be taken in the same 
sense as, and indeed is explained by, the 
word “division” in Luke. 

The Lord Jesus well knew that His 
coming and acceptance would result in 
division even within the family circle, as 
it does frequently to this day and par- 
ticularly among Jews. He seems to state 
as a purpose only what He knew would 
be the case, as the prophets sometimes 
did in the Old Testament. That He 
meant division and strife particularly 
within family circles (and not war) is 
further shown by Matthew 10:35-38. 

He indeed came to bring peace (Eph. 
2:14), and He is the Prince of peace (Isa. 
9:6), but strife would be occasioned by 
those who reject Him. He therefore 
states the truth in the form of a seeming 
paradox. Yet there is also the warning 
that strife and division will surely come 
as a result of receiving Him. It would 
cost much to believe on Him, and those 
who would do so must be prepared to 
endure such things and to place Him 
first. 

The word “sword,” however, could also 
be taken in a narrower setting as refer- 
ring to the Jews in their land (Matt. 
10:5, 6). They were thinking of Mes- 
siah’s advent in terms only of national 
liberation and material prosperity. But 
Christ had not then come for such a pur- 
pose. And since they would not receive 
Him as Redeemer and Saviour from sin, 
He foresaw for them the Roman sword 
and destruction in rejecting Him, as the 
culminating act of national disobedience.

PALESTINE AND THE JEWS 

What is your opinion of the opening 
of Palestine to the Jews? How much 
will it shorten the time of Christ’s 
coming? Could it not be by thirty-five 
to fifty years at most?—G.S.G., Ashland, 
Mass. 


It could be expected that the opening 
up of Palestine to the Jews, made possi- 
ble by the Balfour Declaration in 1917, 
but basely and brutally hindered by the 
mandatory government ever since, would 
occur in times like these. 

It need scarcely be pointed out to read- 
ers of these columns that it is in direct 
fulfillment of the Scriptures that Jews 
have been and are returning there in un- 
belief, striving in their own strength and 
sufficiency, yet nonetheless heroically, to 
gain what God will only give, in fulfill- 
ment of His promise. 
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The events of these days tend indeed 
to confirm the prediction of a great trib- 
ulation for them, ending with deepest 
repentance and bitter mourning when 
they at last recognize and receive the 
Lord Jesus as their Messiah (Zech. 12, 13, 
etc.). This is to be followed, after judg- 
ment upon the nations, by a universal 
return of Jews to Palestine, this time in 
belief, as described in Isaiah 49 and 60; 
and following this, the Millennial King- 
dom. 

One can hardly escape the conclusion 
that these things must “shortly” come to 
pass, although the word “shortly” rather 
refers to the speed with which they hap- 
pen at the given time. It would be pre- 
carious to attempt to predict in terms of 
decades when all these things will be, but 
we do not have to wait for all these 
things to happen. Ours is to wait for 
Him whose return is always imminent 
till He come.

They marched four abreast 
to “Blitzed Ground” on High Street, and 
under police protection held a great mass 
méeting where communist demonstra- 
tions are usually held. 

More than seven thousand gathered to 
hear the ringing Christian testimonies 
of various local ministers. Then the 
crowd moved into Grosvenor Hall for a 
huge rally. Turner had asked the church 
people to bring their old Alexander hymn 
books, left from the Torrey-Alexander 
meetings of a generation ago, and to his 
great delight hundreds of them appeared 
through the audience. So successful were 
the parade and rally that local pastors 
will probably make it an annual event. 

From Belfast, Turner went to Glasgow, 
Scotland, where his uncle, Henry Turner, 
is pastor at John Knox Street Baptist 
Church. Meetings were held in great 
Tent Hall, seating 2,200 persons, which 
was built as a result of D. L. Moody’s 
campaign in Ireland. It was crowded 
time and time again, and at almost every 
service men and women came to Jesus 
Christ for salvation. 

With his yen for the unusual, yet never 
seeking credit for himself, Turner, to- 
gether with James Haxton, who succeeded 
Jock Troop as superintendent of Tent 
Hall, organized another huge procession, 
with Christians from many churches 
marching through the streets of Glasgow 
carrying gospel texts and banners. 

It was a wet night, but God blessed the 
demonstration and gave the Irish evan- 
gelist a glorious climax to his homecom- 
ing as he labored among his own people 
for the salvation of souls.

November 21 
POETRY IN THE BIBLE 
Psalm 24 


Memory Selection: He hath put a new 
song in my mouth, even praise unto our 
God.—Psalm 40:3 


The genius of Hebrew poetry did not 
consist in either rhyme or meter as we 
know them, but rather in an interrela- 
tion of lines. Thus it is the thought ex- 
pressed in the lines of the psalms that 
present the poetical construction. This 
particular device is called parallelism. 

There are various kinds of parallelism. 
Sometimes there is mere repetition, other 
times repetition with variation. On occa- 
sion, there is mere advance, at other 
times repetition with advance in stair- 
like fashion. Sometimes you will find 
repetition with adornment, sometimes 
with contrast, and at other times an 
advance of thought only to return to the 
original idea. Another kind of paral- 
lelism is that of appeal with reply. 

Read the Psalms in the Revised Ver- 
sion and see the lines of poetry indi- 
cated as such. 

Commentators differ as to the imme- 
diate occasion of Psalm 24, but many 
ascribe its origin to when the ark was 
brought to Jerusalem (II Sam. 6:15, 16). 
The last strophe may well have been 
used at the time the ark came into the 
precincts of the sacred city. 

That the psalm had a fulfillment at 
the time of the ascension, we would not 
question. The last strophe reminds us of 
what possibly occurred when our Lord 
entered into heaven after He ascended 
from earth. 

Some of us believe that the psalm will 
also have another fulfillment when the 
Lord Jesus Christ comes again in glory 
to ascend the throne of His father David. 
Then He will take to Himself His great 
power and reign from the river to the 
ends of the earth, and all will acknowl- 
edge Him as Lord of lords and King 
of kings. 


I. The Rule of God (vv. 1, 2) 

While men in their ignorance and bit- 
terness of heart turn from God, it is nev- 
ertheless true that the earth is the Lord’s 
and the fullness thereof. Though all 
mankind is not subject to God as yet, 
the day will come when all will bow the 
knee. In the interim, whatever the atti- 
tude of man is, God is the ruler, for the 
earth is His. 

Notice that both the earth and they 
that dwell therein are spoken of as Jeho- 
vah’s (v. 1). God’s right is here estab- 
lished as that of Creator, for verse 2 
speaks of His founding the earth upon 
the seas and establishing it upon the 
floods. Of course it is true that mankind 
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is in the lap of the wicked one (I John 
5:19), but man is in that state because of 
his submission to the devil. Satan has 
no absolute right to the earth or to sov- 
ereignty over man. He is a usurper. Man 
has fallen before him, and thus shows 
his weakness, not his strength. 

However great the wickedness of man 
and however nefarious the plans of the 
devil may be, God is supreme. The time 
will comg when He will say, “It is 
enough!” and at that juncture His 
blessed Son will rise from His right 
hand and come forth panoplied with 
power. It is the long-suffering of God 
that has held back the flood-tide of 
His wrath. We should remember that 
God’s long-suffering is salvation for men 
(II Pet. 3:9, 15). 


Il. The Man of God (vv. 3-6) 

The man whom God uses and blesses 
is described for us here. Four charac- 
teristics are enumerated (v. 4): clean 
hands, a pure heart, has not lifted up 
his soul unto falsehood, and has not 
sworn deceitfully. 

Notice the emphasis on purity of heart 
and honesty of speech. The man of God 
is clean inwardly, for he has a pure 
heart. Of course that pure heart guaran- 
tees clean hands. In addition, he detests 
deceit and will not traffic with lying. 

Only one can meet these requirements 
in their fullness, and that one is He of 
whom it is written, He “did no sin, 
neither was guile found in his mouth” 
(I Pet. 2:22). Thank God, those who 
trust Him as Saviour find righteousness 
before God through Him. Thus, we who 
are sinners receive from God the blessing 
of the Lord, and righteousness from the 
God of our salvation. There is a genera- 
tion of true believers who seek after 
God, who seek His face. 


Ill. The Christ of God (vv. 7-10) 

This section of the psalm was undoubt- 
edly sung antiphonally. Part of the 
chorus sang the question, and another 
part the answer (see vv. 8 and 10). 

No one can fail to be impressed by 
the thrilling language in these last four 
verses. Here we are introduced to Him 
who is the King of glory—none other 
than the Lord strong and mighty, the 
Lord mighty in battle, the Lord of hosts. 
We recognize here a description of the 
Son of God. 





November 28 
PARABLES IN THE BIBLE 
Matthew 13:31-33, 44-46; Luke 15:3-10 


Memory Selection: Never man so 
spake!—John 17:46, R.V. 

In this lesson we consider another kind 
of literature found in the Bible, namely, 
parables. The word originally means to 
throw beside. Therefore it comes to mean 
a comparison. 


Someone has called a parable “an 
earthly story to illustrate a heavenly 
truth.” Dr. C. I. Scofield says: “A para- 
ble is a similitude used to teach or in- 
form a truth.” 

Here we have a form of speech to which 
people will often listen when they refuse 
direct teaching. These homely illustra- 
tions of profound truths are given that 
we may better understand the teachings 
of the Spirit of God. They were spoken 
by our Lord to illustrate some main 
point in His teachings. Therefore, lit- 
eralness of every last detail in a parable 
should not be pressed. 

Another word deserves emphasis: we 
should be consistent in our interpretation 
of this series in Matthew 13. Unless 
otherwise noted, the Bible is best inter- 
preted by retaining the same designation 
and meaning whenever mentioned in the 
chapter. As a matter of fact, many 
things are mentioned not only in Mat- 
thew 13, but in other portions of the 
Bible, and we should have in mind the 
customary use of these terms throughout 
the Scriptures. 

For example, unless there is specific 
scriptural authority, we should interpret 
such expressions as seed, field, birds, etc., 
in the same way in all the parables as 
the Lord Himself interpreted them in His 
explanation of the first two. 


One other word is in order: these para- 
bles speak of one age, which is not the 
ultimate one. Our Lord twice speaks of 
an age when angels shall gather out of 
His kingdom all things that offend, when 
angels will sever the wicked from among 
the righteous. Thus this age, spoken of 
by our Lord as the mystery of the king- 
dom of heaven (Matt. 13:11), is to have 
an end (vv. 39, 49). In these parables 
we have a foreview of the age in which 
we are living. 


I. Selected Parables from Matthew 
13 

The lesson committee has chosen four 
of the seven parables of Matthew 13. 


1. In the parable of the mustard seed 
(vv. 31, 32), we have the story of ab- 
normal growth. We should remember 
that to read world conversion into this 
parable is to bring it into disharmony 
with the first two parables which our 
Lord interpreted. Even at the end of the 
age, there will be bad as well as good. 


Normally, the mustard seed did not 
grow into a tree large enough for birds 
to lodge (nest) in. How accurately this 
parable presents the picture of that 
which occurred when the Roman world 
almost universally professed to turn to 
Christianity. Christendom has become 
a great tree and the birds now nest in 
it. Let us remember our Lord’s own in- 
terpretation of the expression “birds” 
(vv. 4, 19). 


2. The second parable chosen is that 
of the leaven (vv. 33-35). In keeping 
with the uniform use of leaven and meal 
in the Word of God, we have a parable 
which tells of the increasing defection in 
Christendom. “When the Son of man 
cometh, will he find the faith on the 
earth?” (Luke 18:8, A.S.V.).. Leaven does 
not stand for the gospel, but for evil; 
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and the meal does not stand for the un- 
converted world, but rather for our 
blessed Lord and His truth. When our 
Lord has come for His Church and the 
salt is taken, then corruption will be 
completed. 

Here we are facing facts for what they 
are, but we have the encouragement of 
the prophetic Word as to the age in 
which we live. The glory of God will be 
secured, and the acceptance of the Son 
of God will be a fact when He takes to 
Himself His great power and reigns. 

3. From such passages as Exodus 19:5, 
Deuteronomy 14:2, Psalm 135:4, we un- 
derstand that the treasure has to do with 
Israel (Matt. 13:44). Israel was found 
(John 1:11; Matt. 15:24), but then had 
to be hidden. Our blessed Lord purchased 
the field (and let us remember His own 
interpretation of the expression “field’’), 
so that He has absolute right not only 
to the field, but to all that is in it. You 
will notice that nothing is said of our 
Lord’s possessing the treasure. That be- 
longs to the next dispensation. 

4. The pearl of great price (vv. 45, 46); 
we take it, is the Church of Christ, and 
the buyer is our Lord. To paraphrase 
an old hymn: 


“He found the pearl of greatest price, 
My heart doth sing for joy; 

And sing I must for I am His, 

And He is mine for aye.” 


II. Two Parables from Luke 15 

Three parables are found in Luke 15. 
The third one, which is not selected in 
the lesson material for today, is that 
of the prodigal son. 

1. How beautiful is the imagery of the 
parable of the lost sheep. Thank God, 
the Lord Jesus Christ is the Good Shep- 
herd, who gave His life for the sheep; He 
is the Great Shepherd, who keeps His 
sheep; He is the Chief Shepherd, who is 
coming again for His sheep. We rejoice 
that He is willing to seek even though it 
be one alone who has gone astray. 

2. The other parable chosen is of do- 
mestic life and service, the woman who 
loses ten pieces of silver. Of course it is 
not the intrinsic worth of these ten coins 
that occasions the great search for them. 
As a matter of fact, these coins were 
worn as a frontlet by women of the East, 
and the frontlet was a gift from the 
bridegroom to the bride at the time of 
the marriage. : 

The main thrust of both of these para- 
bles is that of the seeking Saviour. 





December 5 
HISTORY IN THE NEW TESTAMENT 
Acts 1:8; 4:1-4; 13:2, 3; 16:9, 10; 
28:16, 30, 31 

Memory Selection: Go therefore and 
make disciples of all the nations.— 
Matthew 28:19, R.V. 

History forms a large portion of the 
Word of God. Twelve books in the 
Old Testament are usually so classified 
(Joshua through Esther), in addition to 
parts of other books. In the New Testa- 
ment, the four Gospels and the Book of 
Acts are historical, besides references to 
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It is worth mentioning in passing that 
the Bible stands the acid test of scien- 
tific investigation as far as its history 
is concerned. Its accuracy has been at- 
tested time and time again. 

-Of course a very elementary deduction 
is possible—if we cannot trust the Bible 
where we can prove it, why should we 
trust it where we can not prove it. If 
the Bible is false where we can test it, 
how do we have any guarantee that it 
is true though we cannot test it? Thank 
God, it is true where we can test it if we 
approach the Word of God with an un- 
prejudiced mind and a desire to know 
the truth, 

The lesson committee has chosen pas- 
sages in the Book of Acts as illustrative 
of history in the Word of God. 


I. The Commission of Our Lord 
(Acts 1:8) 

The Lord Jesus Christ arose bodily 
from the tomb of Joseph of Arimathaea 
on the first Easter day. A real, living 
Lord appeared to His disciples from time 
to time during the forty days that fol- 
lowed. On the last of these appearances, 
He went with the disciples to the Mount 
of Olives. Here we have the historical 
statement of His commission to His own, 
before He left them. They were to be 
witnesses to Him in Jerusalem, in all 
Judea, in Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most part of the earth. As a matter of 
historical fact, the early disciples fol- 
lowed exactly that procedure in preach- 
ing the Word of God. The Book of Acts 
may be divided in such fashion. , 


II. The Commission Obeyed (Acts 
4:1-4) 

Here we have a record of the disciples 
proclaiming the truth in Jerusalem, in 
explicit obedience to their Lord. As the 
result of this preaching in the power 
of the Spirit, many believed. The rec- 
ord specifically states, “The number of 
the men came to be about five thou- 
sand” (v. 4). 

Here is a _ historical narrative that 
meets all the requirements that anyone 
would ask of such a record. The enemies 
of the Word are mentioned, yet there is 
no vituperation, no frenzied calling of 
names. Calmly, collectively, the writer 
by the Spirit of God gives the points at 
issue and tells the story. Here is a good 
history, not only because it indicates the 
Church was progressing under the bless- 
ing of God, but because it is written with 
sobriety and clarity. 


III. Called of God (Acts 13:2, 3) 

In response to the command of the 
Lord, the early Church had in mind the 
proclamation of the truth even in the 
uttermost parts of the earth. You will 
remember that in Acts 8 we have the 
record of Philip’s ministry in Samaria, 
and also the conversion of the Ethiopian 
eunuch. Here, in Acts 13, the Word had 
reached as far as Antioch in Syria. The 
interesting story of that development is 
recorded in Acts 11. Now this church in 
Antioch, blessed by God, was going to 
send out certain of its ministers to pro- 
claim the gospel in the whole world. 

This church certainly can be com- 
mended, for when the Spirit laid His 
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CANTATA!

willing to let them go, although undoubt- 
edly these two men were among the 
church’s strongest teachers. There then 
follows the record of what happened to 
Barnabas and Saul on that first mis- 
sionary journey. 


IV. Instructed by God (Acts 16:9, 10) 

There is no attempt here to give the 
full story of the early Church, only iso- 
lated texts here and there which have to 
do with New Testament history. 

Paul and Barnabas returned from their 
journey throughout Asia Minor with the 
blessing of God. Later, Paul embarked 
on a second missionary journey (Acts 
15:36—18:21). On this journey he took 
the Word for the first time into the con- 
tinent of Europe. The verses selected tell 
of that call of God and of Paul’s answer. 

God spoke through a vision, in which 
Paul saw a man of Macedonia beseeching 
him to come over to help them. The 
apostle obeyed immediately. We cannot 
help but be impressed by the fidelity and 
obedience of Paul and those associated 
with him, and also by the way in which 
the Spirit used Luke to record this story. 
It is given in simplicity and in such 
sincerity as to make us accept what is 
said without question. 


V. Ministering of God (Acts 28:16, 
30, 31 

We now pass by all of Paul’s third mis- 
sionary journey, and also the story of his 
voyage to Rome, and find him in Rome as 
a prisoner (v. 16). Of course much had 
happened between the vision of the man 
of Macedonia and his living in Rome. 
All of that story is history, and the Book 
of Acts tells the story so that it is en- 
tirely credible and, as a matter of fact, 
thrilling as well. Paul lived for two whole 
years in his own hired house, telling all 
who came to him of the kingdom of God 
and of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

It seems impossible to us to read a nar- 
rative like this without first thanking 
God for such a clear and accurate record, 
and without being moved in our own 
hearts to respond to the will of God to 
take the message of salvation to the ends 
of the world. The commission of our Lord 
has never been rescinded. We are just as 
responsible to take that message to the 
last tribe as were the members of the 
early Church. May God give us grace to 
follow in their train. 





December 12 
LETTERS IN THE BIBLE 
Philippians 1:1-11; 4:8, 9 

Memory Selection: These things have 
I written unto you, that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life—I John 5:13 

Among the literature in the Bible are 
the epistles, usually referred to as Pauline 
and general. These are real letters, sent 
to real churches and people, to meet spe- 
cific needs. 

The Scripture lesson chosen for us is 
from Philippians, a letter sent to the 
church in Philippi by the apostle Paul. 
That there was some need in this church 
is evident from a reading of the opening 
verses of chapter 4. 

In response to the vision of the man of 
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Macedonia, Paul had gone to the city of 
Philippi. There he enjoyed the hospi- 
tality of the home of Lydia. There he was 
imprisoned and was delivered by the 
miraculous power of God. A member of 
the Philippian church, Epaphroditus had 
come to Rome, bringing a gift for the 
apostle in his need. While there, he was 
taken ill, and was evidently brought to 
death’s door. News of his sickness had 
caused distress among his friends in 
Macedonia. On his recovery, he took 
Paul’s letter back with him to the Philip- 
pian church. 


I. The Salutation of the Epistle 
(Phil. 1:1, 2) 

Following the usual practice of the New 
Testament epistles, this letter opens with 
a salutation, which indicates the human 
writer. Here Timothy unites with Paul 
in sending greetings to this church. 

Notice that these Philippian Christians, 
common with other Christians, could be 
referred to as “saints in Christ Jesus.” 
All of God’s children have been separated 
from sin and unto God. 

The customary word of greeting fol- 
lows: “Grace to you, and peace from God 
our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ.” 
It is only because God has in wonderful 
love manifested His grace that we have 
the privilege of relationship to Him. The 
order of the words is important. Knowing 
the grace of God, then we may experience 
peace from God. It is “grace to you, and 
peace from God.” God is the author of 
peace. If in this world of strife we are to 
know anything of peace, it will be only 
as we experience that placidity of mind, 
that calmness of soul which issues from 
God Himself. 

You will notice the salutation places 
God the Father and the Lord Jesus Christ 
together. As a matter of fact, the lan- 
guage is such as to indicate that the Lord 
Jesus Christ is God, even as the Father is 
God. 


II. Thanksgiving and Prayer (Phil. 
1:3-11) 

In verses 3-8 we have Paul’s thanks- 
giving on behalf of the Philippian church. 
He rejoices in their fellowship in the gos- 
pei, and in the assurance that God, who 
began a good work in them, would per- 
fect it. His thanksgiving on their behalf 
is intensified in that he had them upon 
his heart, because that both in his bonds 
and in the defense and confirmation of 
the gospel, the Philippian Christians were 
partakers of his grace. That is to say, 
they had become children of God through 
God’s use of Paul in his visit to that city. 
They were Paul’s children in the faith. 
Is it any wonder that he used such ex- 
pressions as, “I have you in my heart” 
and “I long after you all in the tender 
mercies of Christ Jesus” (A.S.V.) 

In verses 9-11 we have the apostle’s 
prayer. He prays first that the love of 
the saints may abound more and more in 
all knowledge and discernment. The sec- 
ond part of the prayer issues from the 
fulfillment of the first part. That is to 
say, when the Philippians abounded in 
love, then they would approve the things 
that are excellent; then they would be 
sincere and void of offense unto the day 
of Christ; then they would be filled with

the fruits of righteousness which are 
through the Lord Jesus, unto the glory 
and praise of God. 

It is well to stress the fact that God 
wants us to be sincere and void of offense 
(v. 10). There is no place for sham or 
hypocrisy in the life of the child of God. 
Neither is he needlessly to give offense. 
There is, of course, the offense of the 
gospel, and when we suffer simply because 
of our stand for the truth of God’s Word, 
that is for His glory. On the other hand, 
if our suffering is occasioned by the un- 
tactful and perhaps bitter way in which 
we broach the subject, then we stand con- 
demned at the judgment seat of Christ. 

III. Exhortations to Steadfastness 
in Virtue (Phil. 4:8, 9) 

In this section we have exhortations to 
steadfastness in unity (vv. 2, 3), stead- 
fastness in joy (v. 4), steadfastness in 
peace (vv. 5-7), and steadfastness in vir- 
tue (vv. 8, 9). 

The selection before us (vv. 8, 9) is a 
truly remarkable passage. Paul was able, 
unashamedly, to point to his own life as 
one of fidelity to the Lord. Of course such 
a life is possible only as the Spirit of God 
fills it. “The things which ye both learned 
and received and heard and saw of me, 
these things do: and the God of peace 
shall be with you.” Some of us would be 
able to claim the first. We could even in- 
clude the second verb, and of course we 
could include the third word—heard. But 
Paul, by the Spirit of God, could say, 
“The things that ye have seen of me, 
these things do; and the God of peace 
shall be with you.” Here is a true 
preacher. 

As the virtues which are true, honor- 
able, just, pure, lovely, and of good report 
have expression in our lives, in that pro- 
portion will we be fulfilling the will of 
God and will be worthy examples of the 
grace of God.

HRISTIAN Workers Bureau, which is 
Moody Bible Institute’s “employ- 
ment agency,’ makes about 1700 place- 
ments of Christian workers in a year, 
Most of these are Christian education 


directors, choir leaders, church secre- 
taries, pastors. Occasionally a house- 
mother, nurse, or orphanage worker 


comes along. And once in a while some- 
thing with an even more intriguing fla- 
vor turns up. 

Take one case last month. A young 
couple, recently graduated from Bible 
school, wanted to do Christian work. 
They were depending on the bureau to 
help them find their appointed place, but 
just the right place did not seem to be 
available. 

Then came a call from a lonely outpost 
in Simnasho, Ore. The United Presby- 
terian Women’s Board needed a mission- 
ary couple to work with the Indians 
there. Could the bureau help them? 
While Simnasho was certainly a home 
field, located near the foot of Mount 
Hood, the missionaries would be the only 
white people for miles around in addition 
to the school teacher. And the duties of 
postmaster would be included in the as- 
signment. 

So, late in September, the Indians and 
the young couple got together. Just an- 
other day’s work in Christian Workers 
Bureau! 


“Our marriage is fast going on the 
rocks,” a distraught husband wrote to 
radio station WMBI last winter, “and we 
need help. Is there anything you can do?” 

There was. WMBI officials sent the let- 
ter down to the Stewardship Department, 
a fieldman was notified, and one Satur- 
day afternoon the family received a vis- 
itor. For several hours the Moody rep- 
resentative talked with them, trying to 
help them iron out their difficulties, and 
pointing them to Christ. 

But it was discouraging talk. Nothing 
he said seemed to make an impression. 
When he asked them to pray with him, 
they flatly refused. Finally, convinced 
that it was no use, the field representa- 
tive left. 

A few months later, when an en- 
velope addressed in unfamiliar hand- 
writing came to the fieldman’s home, he 
learned anew that “God moves in a mys- 
terious way.” For it was from the 
estranged couple, who reported that 
though his visit had seemed to be 
fruitless, the Lord had worked in their 
hearts until the wife had invited the 
husband to come back home to live, 
they had both accepted Christ, and were 
now living for the Lord.

fact that Jehovah witness literature is 
now plentiful and one hundred tons of 
paper have arrived for Oxford Group 
books! 

At Oldenburg, where everything was 
closed, the police spared no pains to help 
me, a poor, lonely ignorant Englishman. 
Next morning, my friend the KRO 
(Kreis resident officer) put himself and 
his car at my disposal. I visited the shop 
of ‘Herr Ebel, who has been acting as our 
agent, and had an interesting half hour 
with him. A visit to the Evangelical 
Lutheran church brought me into touch 
with a keen Christian, and we chatted 
over the need of hymnbooks. We de- 
cided, God willing, to produce some fifty 
thousand books of selected hymns. 

At Lubeck, I visited the Christian Sign- 
post Bookstore, where Frau Lipinski min- 
isters to the needs of those who come in 
continuously. In about half an hour, 
some score of people called, and it was 
wonderful to see the joy on the faces, 
especially the young folks, when they 
were able to buy something or to hear 
that there would be Testaments available 
by the end of the week. (This was a 
consignment I had been able to arrange 
from Sweden.) But many of the shelves 
were completely empty. “Please send us 
more books” was the insistent request, 
and together we committed the matter to 
the Lord in prayer. 


God Had Gone Before 

Returning to Hamburg, a German 
friend, who had been chasing me ever 
since my arrival, caught up with me. He 
was a great help until after I left Ham- 
burg some days later. In Hamburg, I 
was able to borrow an English colonel’s 
car for the morning. I had the addresses 
of many people, but had no idea what to 
expect. Showing the list to the driver, 
I let him choose where to start. The two 
most important were at opposite ends of 
the town. He chose one—and here I was 
to see the Lord’s guidance in a wonderful 
way. 

Looking for the place was like trying to 
find a dug-out on the battlefield. Acre 
after acre of brick rubble. “That was 
my house,” said the driver at one point, 
and then we found a lone building in the 
midst. A few words of introduction and 
explanation on both sides, and I knew I 
had found a key man for the production 
of the proposed work. Plans were then 
laid, and as soon as paper arrives, pro- 
duction of the life-giving stream can 
commence. .We knelt in prayer together, 
and felt that God had indeed made us 
one in Himself. 

Exploring the possibilities of premises 
in Hamburg, I met the greatest difficulty 
of all. Hamburg has but one-third of its 
previous accommodation, and some five- 
sixths of its pre-war population. This is 
typical of most large towns in Germany. 
The smaller, and less damaged places, 
are packed with refugees. To have two 
rooms in which to live is often a luxury 
for the working class.

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desk and was able to work more com- 
fortably, well into the night. Most of the 
day was spent visiting British authori- 
ties, gathering information, and visiting 
the home of my German friend. In this 
town there is a vague possibility of prem- 
ises, but not much hope is held. How- 
ever, here as in other places I found the 
authorities enthusiastic about the pro- 
gram of production of Christian litera- 
ture, the importance of which is recog- 
nized even among unbelieving officers of 
the military government. Two or three 
hours spent with a Christian journalist 
were informative and enlightening to a 
degree. 

At Cologne, a car met me with instruc- 
tions to stay with me for seven days. I 
had not asked for it, but here again the 
Lord had overruled, for it was to be 
sorely needed. We traveled some 1,300 
miles in the following week. Soon we 
were speeding along the Autobahn—the 
great arterial roads built under the Hit- 
ler regime. Bridge after bridge had been 
destroyed by the Germans in the retreat, 
culminating in the beautiful bridge at 
Cologne. These had all been partially 
replaced by Bailey bridges, the Patton 
Bridge at Cologne being a masterpiece. 


Printing Presses Destroyed 

Kassel has been about 77 per cent de- 
stroyed. The printer I visited had his 
press rooms totally demolished, but he 
still had others undamaged in another 
town, so was able to conduct his business 
to some extent. We talked over the 
question of publications and made ar- 
rangements for action. Later, he sent 
me a list of books which he suggested for 
reprint. Nearly all of them would be 
useful in our program. The amount of 
paper required for these would be fifty 
tons. This is in addition to paper needed 
for many other titles which have been 
arranged for in Switzerland. 


A Remarkable Answer 

At Kassel I had a remarkable ‘answer 
to prayer. I had been refused passage 
on the military train, which was the only 
practical transport to Stuttgart. The 
next morning the Lord showed me from 
Hebrews 3:19 that “they did not enter in 
because of unbelief,” so I committed the 
matter to Him, and awaited results! 

I went down to breakfast, but could not 
find the dining room. Approaching a 
small knot of men, I asked the way, and 
one told me to follow him. We sat at the 
same table and proceeded with small 
table talk, in the course of which I men- 
tioned that permission had been refused 
for me to go on the special train. On 
hearing where I wanted to go, he said 
that he did not often go out of town, but 
was driving that day to Stuttgart, and if 
I cared to accompany him, it would make 
the journey more pleasant. So I trav- 


| eled ali that way -in great comfort, and 


only for the cost of the dinner en route. 
God is! 

In Stuttgart, the Lord persuaded the 
billeting officer that I could stay at the 
hotel in spite of the fact that I had no 
travel documents, and so the whole stay 
of some three days cost seventy-five 
cents and my food. I visited the Bibelan- 
stalt here and saw the few remaining

Hitler’s Bible Bears Fruit! 


In the Bible Museum I was shown a 
copy of a “Bible” put out under the Hitler 
regime. This was composed of many old 
legends, folklore and ancient writings of 
German mystics. It was entitled The 
German Bible—the Holy Writings of the 
German People. Tapping it with his fin- 
ger, my guide said, “This is the seed, and 
that”—pointing out of the window at the 
ruins—“is the fruit.” But there is un- 
seen fruit, even greater destruction, in 
the minds and hearts of the people who 
were fed such material. 


From Stuttgart, a train took me to 
Zurich, and so I passed from stricken 
Germany to smiling Switzerland. 


More and More Paper Needed 


God was still working greatly here on 
behalf of the people I had set out to help. 
By an amazing sequence of events— 
sometimes turning on a very small thing 
—people were met who are vital to the 
German program. A man “happened” to 
miss an appointment, and decided to 
spend three hours at the Bible school at 
Beatenberg. I met him; he was the gen- 
eral secretary of an evangelical move- 
ment within the German State Church, 
an independent body. They have some 
six thousand assemblies, and when he 
heard that we might be able to help him 
with hymnbooks, he could scarcely be- 
lieve it. As the fact came home to him, 
the tears ran down his face. May God 
grant that more paper may be forthcom- 
ing, that such assemblies also give an 
immediate field of distribution of our 
other productions. 


Time in Switzerland was mainly spent 
in contacting Bible schools, speaking to 
students, visiting. publishers to obtain 
rights for editions of books in Germany, 
etc. Altogether God had given us the 
opportunity of producing a full range of 
literature — children’s, devotional, bio- 
graphical, youth, Bible helps, daily read- 
ings, evangelistic, hymnbooks, and Scrip- 
tures. A German Christian digest is also 
envisaged. God has given at least three 
co-operating printer-publishers, one each 
in the French, British, and American 
Zones. The first workers have offered 
for the actual ministry. Premises are 
expected in Gelsenkirchen. 


[Much Bigger Than We Are 


The prospects and opportunities are far 
greater than I had anticipated; they 
come from the very heart of God! He 
will work to accomplish His purposes, and 
do a thing worthy of the wonderful name 
of Jesus! 


We trusted the Lord for something 
concrete from this journey, and He has 
not failed us. But this is only the be- 
ginning. Now let us stand in prayer, 
faith, and work that all His purposes 
in grace may be outworked and an op- 
portunity — perhaps the last—given to 
millions in Germany to hear the news of 
full salvation in the Lord Jesus, and to 
His children to be strengthened during 
what may be a short day of respite from 
persecution.

} 1s hardly a hymnal to- 
day in which some of Isaac Watts’ hymns 
are not found. No wonder 1948 has been 
designated “Watts’ Year” by the Hymn 
Society of America in recognition of the 
two hundredth anniversary of Isaac 
Watts’ death. A monument in Westmin- 
ster Abbey to the memory of this great 
writer of hymns portrays him writing at 
a table, as angels are whispering songs 
in his ear. 

Watts had a great ambition—to im- 
prove the singing of his day, to start the 
people singing. This is expressed in his 
hymns beginning, “Come, sound His 
praise abroad, and hymns of glory sing”; 
“Let all on earth their voices raise, to 
sing the great Creator’s praise”; “Come, 
let us join our cheerful songs with angels 
round the throne.” The words of one of 
his hymns proved to be like his own 
autobiography: 

“T’'ll praise my Maker while I’ve breath, 

And when my voice is lost in death, 

Praise shall employ my nobler powers; 

My days of praise shall ne’er be past, 

While life, and thought, and being last, 

Or immortality endures.” 

Truly, Watts’ “days of praise shall ne’er 
be past” as long as his hymns are sung, 
which, as MacDonald Said, shall be “so 
long as men praise God together.”

He believes that the Apocalypse maps out 
for us a continuous historical trail from 
the beginning of the Christian era till the 
thousand years. While he takes a premillen- 
nial view, his position does not coincide 
with the prevalent view that everything 
following chapter 3 of the Apocalypse is 
yet future and falls roughly in Daniel’s 
“seventieth week” with subsequent events. 

While this reviewer cannot agree with the 
author, who has died since publishing his 
earlier work, The Millennium in the 
Church, it is cic te to see how he 
argues for a millennium before many-of his 
brethren who take the amillennial position.

n the old Alumni files there was discov- 
I ered a letter in the handwriting of 
F. B. Meyer, of London, written in 1925, 
in which he said: “Some of my happiest 
and holiest memories group around the 
Moody Bible Institute, where at Moody’s 
suggestion I delivered several lectures. I 
have never ceased my living interest in 
it. Have sent many men to join the no- 
ble training institute. I am greatly 
pleased and honored by my election to an 
honorary membership of the Alumni As- 
sociation of the Moody Bible Institute.” 

So wrote one of God’s great men. All 
former students can become active mem- 
bers in the wonderful fellowship, and 
thus do their part for the mother of all 
Bible institutes. 


What Is 

The Alumni Association? 
I. It is a fellowship organization. 

The Alumni Association of Moody Bible 
Institute was organized in 1916, so that 
the Institute, “in co-operation with her 
former students, might render a larger 
service to God and men.” 

The four major purposes for which the 
Alumni Association was organized are: 

“1. The conservation of the blessed fel- 
lowship in the Lord which is expe- 
rienced by the members of the In- 
stitute family. 

“2. The promotion of the Lord’s work 
as represented by the various activ- 
ities of the Institute. 

“3. To form a union of Christian forces 
against the assaults of the common 
enemy. 

“4. To form a prayer band to call down 
the power of God upon the dying 
world.” 

Therefore, the Alumni Association is a 
fellowship of men and women who have 
either graduated from the Institute, at- 
tended at least a term in the Day or Eve- 
ning School, or taken a course of study in 
the Correspondence School, and who have 
joined themselves together for mutual 
helpfulness, to pray for one another, and 
to encourage former students to remain 
true to the teachings of God’s Word. 

Somehow, friendships made at Moody 
are lasting, although we may be sepa- 
rated by many miles and the space of 
many years. It is always a blessing to 
meet and talk over the days we spent at 
our alma mater. For “we are one with 
the Lord, and one with one another.” 


II. It is a bankrupt organization. 

From its beginning, the Alumni Asso- 
ciation has been dependent upon the 
school for its financial needs. There are 
many thousands of former students of 
Day and Evening Schools, as well as 
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Correspondence School, but only 2,000 
have paid their annual dues. It should 
not be necessary to ask the school for any 
money. They have never hesitated to 
help the Association in its financial mat- 
ters, but how much better it would be if 
we were self-supporting. 

Our goal is 10,000 due-paying members; 
thus we could pay all our expenses and 
make a gift to the school. What about 
it, Moodyites? Shall we be in the red or 
the black? 


III. It is a growing organization. 
During the years there has been a 
steady gain in membership. 
1939—1,167 members 
1941—1,667 members 
1943—1,768 members 
Today—2,191 members 
In recent years local Alumni Fellow- 
ships have not been very active, so that 
at present the Alumni office has record 
of only three, Chicago, Philadelphia, and 
Nebraska. Four new fellowships are now 
in the process of organizing, Des Moines, 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, Duluth and 
Superior, and Detroit. Our goal is 30 
local fellowships. The Executive Com- 
mittee has set up a plan for organizing a 
local fellowship; if you are interested in 
organizing, write to the Alumni Office.

It is committed 
unto Him, and I know He shall bring it 
to pass. I love my Lord and want to be 
where He would have me. I have noth- 
ing to fear, as He has proved His love for 
me in the past, and will in the future. 
Truly, He is a wonderful Lord to serve.

winds, as those that jostle against the 
rocks, more broken, scattered, and rent; 
he was as a house whose foundations 
were destroyed; as a drowning child in a 
mill pond. Or he seemed to be standing 
at the gate of the City of Revenge, trem- 
bling for deliverance and with the aveng- 
er of blood at his heels! He was one 
with Esau, for he had sold his birthright.

long as full of fear and guilt as ever 
heart could hold.” 

Finally, he read the sixth chapter of 
Hebrews. Here he found the definite, 
clear words of comfort he had looked for 
so long. He had not committed the un- 
pardonable sin at all, he realized. He 
had fallen, he admitted, but he had not 
fallen away from belief in Christ as his 
Saviour. He had put Christ to shame, he 
confessed, but not to open shame. Never 
had he denied Him before men. His sin- 
ful thought had been a fleeting impres- 
sion in his own mind. At last, at the age 
of twenty-five, John Bunyan was at 
peace with his God and himself. 

Only the hinder part of the tempest 
remained now, as he said; the thunder 
had gone. “Only some of the drops did 
still remain, that now and then would 
fall upon me; but because my former 
frights and anguish were sore and deep, 
therefore it oft befell me -still, as it be- 
falleth those that have been scared with 
fire.” 

“Now,” he says, “did my chains fall off 
my legs indeed. I was loosed from my 
afflictions and irons. Oh, methought 
Christ! Christ! There was nothing but 
Christ that was before my eyes. "I'was 
glorious to me to see His exaltation, and 
the worth and prevalency of all His ben- 
efits, and that because now I could look 
from myself to Him, and would reckon 
that all those graces of God that now 
were green on me, were yet but like those 
cracked groats and four pence half pen- 
nies that rich men carry in their purses 
when their gold is in their trunks at 
home. Oh! I saw my gold was in my 
trunk at home, in Christ my Lord and 
Saviour.” 


‘Fu YEARS AFTER his conver- 
sion in 1655, Bunyan was persuaded by 
the people of his local church to travel 
about the countryside as an itinerant 
preacher. Flung into prison for his non- 
conformist Baptist views, he spent twelve 
years in jail, thinking and writing. 

But without the awful’ years that pre- 
ceded his conversion, John Bunyan could 
not have written as he did. From theo- 
logical beliefs born of nights of medita- 
tion and from the spiritual conflict of 
his own life, Bunyan created The Holy 
War. 

Story of the city of Mansoul, which 
might represent any man, humanity in 
general, or Bunyan himself, The Holy 
War presents man in the midst of the 
eternal battle between God and Satan. 
Diabolus, ruler of the world’s evil, at- 
tacks Mansoul, built by Shaddai for his 
own enjoyment. By a clever ruse, Diab- 
olus and his men creep into the town 
through the five gates, Eargate, Eyegate, 
Mouthgate, Nosegate, and Feelgate, and 
win over the townspeople. 

Dramatically, Bunyan thus depicts his 
own, or the reader’s, creation and fall. 
Salvation is an agonizing struggle pic- 
tured by detailed military maneuvers be- 
tween Emmanuel, Shaddai’s son, and the 
people of Mansoul, led by Diabolus. 

Bunyan’s own experiences are obvious. 
Almost defeated, Diabolus suggests a 
compromise. Inspired by his own useless

struggle for reformation, Bunyan writes 
that Diabolus says, “I will persuade Man- 
soul to receive thee for their Lord. I 
will show them wherein they have erred, 
and that transgression stands in the way 
to life. I will show them the holy law 
to which they must conform. I will press 
upon them the necessity of a reformation 
according to thy law. At my own cost I 
will set up and maintain a sufficient 
ministry, besides lecturers, in Mansoul.” 

But Emmanuel wants no _ middle 
ground. After fierce fighting, he wins 
the battle. The villagers, knowing they 
deserve only punishment, confess their 
infidelity to Emmanuel. Bunyan pours 
out his own, and every Christian’s, grati- 
tude for God’s forgiveness as the Man- 
soulians weep their thanks for His mercy. _ 

Life in Mansoul is peaceful and calm at 
last, but only for a short time, as in 
Bunyan’s own tempestuous youth. Diab- 
olus still controls the hearts and minds 
of many. Slowly, strength is regained 
for another battle. The Election Doubt- 
ers, Grace Doubters, Perseverance Doubt- 
ers, and Salvation Doubters band to- 
gether, as they had in Bunyan’s own 
mind, and besiege the city. But finally 
Emmanuel is victorious again. The peo- 
ple of the town welcome him back and 
all is well. 

And yet, there remains the “hinder 
part of the tempest.” Bunyan, still 
poignantly aware of his own turmoil, 
writes that Diabolus was still at large. 
Unbelief was “a nimble jack, him they 
could never lay hold of, though they at- 
tempted to do it often.” Mansoul will 
never be a city perfect in the love of God 
till it is taken out of the universe, Bun- 
yan declares. 

“If it had not been for Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress,’ Macaulay writes, “The Holy War 
would have been the greatest religious 
allegory ever written.” From the tor- 
tured conversion of the author comes the 
magnificence of the book. It sprang from 
his own scarred heart, to help men see 
the hopelessness of life without Christ. 
As Bunyan said, “For this reason I lay so 
long at Sinai, to see the fire and the 
cloud and the darkness, that I. might 
fear the Lord all the days of my life 
upon earth and tell of His wondrous 
work to my children.”

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Christian Radio

LARGE number of people who have 
listened to KJSK at Columbus, Neb., 
write to tell us that our radio station 
amazes them. Frankly, we are a little 
amazed ourselves. Five years ago we 
never dreamed that we would be operat- 
ing a-commercial station with call letters 
proclaiming the good news that “Jesus 
Saves and Keeps.” 
It all began several years ago when I was 
pastor in a little northeastern Nebraska

community and became burdened for the 
vast number of unsaved who remained 
outside the influence of the church. To 
me the logical way to reach them was 
through radio. Almost everyone owned 
receiving sets. Nearly everyone listened. 

We began to broadcast once a week. 
As the Lord blessed our efforts, we soon 
were on the air twice weekly. Then to 
make it easier for my wife to assist me 
with the program, we began broadcasting 
by remote control from our church. As 
the months passed we increased our radio 
time until we were on six days a week, 
then seven, and finally three times each 
weekday and once on Sunday. 

This was about the time that radio pas- 
tors began having real difficulty in stay- 
ing on the air. We were no different from 
the others, and things reached the place 
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where we scarcely knew from one day to 
another whether we would be permitted 
to continue broadcasting. 

My wife and I decided then, as we 
prayed the matter through, that with the 
help of God we would build a commercial 
station, one that—while drawing on legit- 
imate business for its support and oper- 
ating to serve the general public—would 
also welcome Christian programs and do 
all within the confines of its commer- 
cial license to win men and women to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


It didn’t seem possible then, it scarcely 


seems possible now, that we could sur- 
mount the obstacles in our path. We 
weren’t sure that we could find a vacant 
spot on the dial. We didn’t know whether 
we could convince the FCC that such a 
station as the one we proposed would 
serve the public’s best interests. We 
didn’t even know whether our limited 
resources would be sufficient for us to get 
into operation in the face of mounting 
labor and material costs. There were a 
great many things we didn’t know about, 
but the more we prayed the more con- 
vinced we became that the Lord would 
have us proceed. 

Making application for a radio station 
is far different from organizing any other 
business. There can be an untold num- 
ber of cafes or filling stations or grocery 
stores, but there can be only a certain 
number of radio stations, regulated solely 
by the number of wave lengths. Conse- 
quently, the competition for those spots 
is terrific. 

In the first place, one must find a spot 
on the dial that is available. Then he 
must find a place to erect his station, de- 
cide how large it should be, work out a 
full program for submission, and show 
the need for such a station in the com- 
munity in which he intends to build. It 
takes time and money and a great deal 
of patience. 

By February, 1947, we were ready to 
make application for a 1,000-watt station 
at 900 kilocycles. We applied for the 
time just five days before the Federal 
Communications Commission closed all 
applications, refusing to accept any ad- 
ditional filings. 

We then learned that a wealthy oil 
man had made application for a 250- 
watt station at Concordia, Kan., on the 
same wave length. That threw us into 
a hearing to decide which station could 
better serve the public. The oil man had 
the money, but we had the Lord. On 
Sept. 19, 1947, our construction permit 
came through. 

Since our station was inaugurated last 


April, it has been very well received, 
considering everything. The first real dif- 
ficulty came from among those who mis- 
understood our purpose. 

Almost immediately requests came in 
for dance music and Bohemian polkas, 
some of which—we learned—had words 
no respectable person would want to 
listen to if they were sung in English. 
It took a great deal of patience and tact 
to refuse to play jazz and polkas, substi- 
tuting instead classical or semiclassical 
music and old favorite songs. 

Of course we were ridiculed and made 
fun of by some. We had anticipated as 
much. There were those who called us 
fanatics and prophesied that we wouldn’t 
be in operation six months. It has taken 
patience and time, but with a high type 
of music, liberally sprinkled with news- 
casts, livestock quotations, homemaking 
hints and gospel programs, we are grad- 
ually winning the support of those who 
laughed at us. 

The attitude of our local people toward 
us, while important, can never become a 
matter of alarm to a station such as ours. 
We are regional, and the success or fail- 
ure of the station does not depend on 
its reception at home. However, it has 
been gratifying to know that we are gain- 
ing the good will of our neighbors in our 
own community. 

The Chamber of Commerce has been 
enthusiastic in its support, and we have 
worked hand in hand with them in the 
publicizing of our city and its activities. 
At the station’s inception many local 
businessmen were adopting a “wait and 
see” attitude. Now they are buying time. 
We are also beginning to get a share of 
the big accounts, those advertising’ na- 
tionally distributed products. That prob- 
ably is the most encouraging commercial 
development since we began to broadcast, 
for such organizations buy time only 
from those who can produce results. 

From the very beginning we have 
wanted to develop a station that one 
will want to turn on in the morning 
and leave on all day. For that reason we 
have striven to present a variety of pro- 
grams. We have made a number of on- 
the-spot newscasts of special local events, 
and plan to broadcast local sporting 
events, etc. 

Naturally we do not air Christian pro- 
grams exclusively. Even the saved might 
eventually tire of that, to say nothing 
of the FCC, which makes all stations 
operating with commercial licenses such 
as ours maintain a balanced program. 
Rather, we try to program with the idea 
of holding our unsaved audience so that 
we can reach them with the gospel. 
Radio authorities have discovered that if 
an individual wants to listen to a good, 
rousing program of band music and the 
noon news, he will leave his radio on 
through the gospel program sandwiched 
in between. That is the method we use 
to reach the lost. 

While we have had some results of souls 
won through the station, they have been 
far from spectacular. Most of the let- 
ters regarding salvation go directly to 
the director of the program, such as 
Theodore H. Epp’s Back to the Bible 
broadcast, the Midwest Gospel Hour, and 
the Old-Fashioned Revival Hour. How- 
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ever, in the last week we have received 
two letters from persons seeking salva- 
tion. And not long ago a man and his 
family came to the station for help in 
finding the Lord. 

Those testimonies, such as they are, 
have been encouraging, but outward evi- 
dences are really superficial. If we are 
faithful in presenting the Word, we can 
trust God for the increase. 

One of the biggest problems facing us 
after we received our construction permit 
was the necessity of finding Christian 
help. In some businesses it is more pleas- 
ant and agreeable to employ Christians, 
but it is not too important. In a radio 
station such as ours, it is imperative. 

A script writer must personally know 
the Lord before he can intelligently write 
Christian programs. The music director 
must be saved himself before he can dis- 
cern between religious songs and edifying 
Christian music. 

To us an engineer was particularly im- 
portant. I could fill in as an announcer, 
script writer, and so on if I had to, but 
when it came to fiddling with all those 
knobs and dials to make everything run 
the way it should, I was lost. We were 
fortunate in being able to secure the 
services of two competent young men for 
that position. 

As soon as our permit was granted, we 
had a flood of applications from all over 
the country. I don’t suppose we could 
have used them all had we been organ- 
izing a dozen radio staffs. Many were 
unsaved, who were just looking for a job. 
Many were Christians without either ex- 
perience or ability who were merely at- 
tracted by the glamor of radio. But 
there were some Christian applicants who 
had talent, who could sing or speak, or 
serve as an engineer. It was from among 
them that we chose our staff. 

We had our choice of striving to find 
experienced Christians to fill every job, 
or selecting those with talent and train- 
ing them. We chose the latter course in 
most cases, which is working out very 
well. Some of our staff had Bible train- 
ing and some had college, but all are 
concerned about the things of the Lord 
and deeply interested in our station. 

If at all possible, anyone contemplating 
Christian radio as a career should attend 
a good college. The broad general knowl- 
edge obtainable there is invaluable in a 
field that makes the demands radio does. 
Then, too, many schools own and oper- 


ate their own stations, where it is pos-. 


sible to gain technical knowledge and 
firsthand experience, to say nothing of 
making a reality of one’s ability. 

There are probably more jobs needing 
trained personnel at a radio station than 
the average layman realizes. There are 
program directors, advertising salesmen, 
engineers, musicians, singers, script writ- 
ers, newsmen, sportscasters and straight 
announcers, as well as the full quota of 
typists, stenographers and bookkeepers 
that any business requires. Each task 
is important to the successful operation 
of a radio station. Each task requires 
different talents and highly specialized 
training. 

An engineer must be gifted with his 
hands and have a flair for electricity, in 
addition to training in a good radio 
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school. An announcer must have a 
smooth, pleasant-sounding voice, a far- 
better-than-average command of Eng- 
lish, and be able to think rapidly on 
his feet if the need should arise. 

The program director must have a 
thorough knowledge of all the material 
at hand, whether it be transcribed or 
live, and that elusive quality of being 
able to sense the tastes of his listening 
audience. In many stations the program 
director is never heard over the air, yet 
the success or failure of the station may 
rest upon his shoulders. A person who 
can do those things, and is consecrated 
as well, is a jewel wherever one finds him. 

There is real need for script writers 
who will learn the highly technical busi- 
ness of writing within the rigid confines 
of time—the chief nemesis of radio. 
There are openings for announcers or 


‘others who can, in addition to their regu- 


lar duties, direct Christian plays. The 
need for talent in Christian radio is al- 
most limitless. The opportunities for 
serving the Lord are waiting for those 
with the ability and training necessary 
to claim them. 

In our little station alone we employ 
a staff of twelve, not including a radio 
engineer who is coming to us from John 
Brown University, where he has been 
dividing his time between the radio sta- 
tion and teaching chemistry. He is leav- 
ing a good paying job as an instructor to 
accept a lesser paying position on our 
staff, because he has been challenged by 
the limitless opportunities to reach men 
and women for Christ through commer- 
cial radio. 

I have been a pastor for many years 
and deeply appreciate the fine work pas- 
tors are doing. And yet I humbly believe 
that I am able to do far more for the 
Lord through KJSK than I was ever able 
to accomplish as a minister. If I were 
advising my son, I would urge him to 
examine himself earnestly before God to 
learn whether or not He wanted him in 
Christian radio before he accepted a po- 


sition in any other type of full-time 
Christian service.

Think Before You Act 


| gene on health say that our gen- 
eration is one of dyspeptics. We 
live under high pressure and have 
scarcely leisure to eat. Moderation, not 
in quantity, but in manner, would in- 
crease both our comfort and efficiency. 

What eating and digestion are to the 
body, reading and meditation are to the 
mind. The books which:do us the most 
good are those we digest. One chapter 
studied for an hour may yield more meat 
than will be found in twenty chapters 
in an hour’s hasty reading. God’s mes- 
sage to the children of Israel, by the 
mouth of Joshua, established the true 
method of Bible study: “Thou shalt med- 
itate therein” (Josh. 1:8). 

Our age and Christianity claim to be 
very practical. We believe in activity—in 
work rather than thought. Our sermons 
must be short and pointed, our prayer 
meetings varied, our prayers specific. We 
must read the Bible through every year 
and be able to recite the golden texts at 
the end of each quarter. The Bible school 
lessons, moreover, are prepared for us; 
we can simply read them and meet our 
classes. ; 

If we would find a Bible text, the con- 
cordance enables us to turn to it without 
delay. Would we have an illustration? 
There are books filled with them. We do 
not feel the need of close study. Why 
should we go into our closets for what 
our libraries will furnish? Why spend 
hours in thought. over that which we can 
learn from books in as many minutes? 

Such short cuts in study and medita-

tion are indicative of the pressure of 
these times when Christian workers are 
more in demand than are Christian 
thinkers and Christian scholars. The re- 
sultant condition within the church is 
an emphasis on method and activity, 
with a dearth of insight into Christian 
truth in the pew and shallow theology in 
the pulpit. The desire of the average 
congregation is for a pastor who will keep 
things moving rather than one who will 
give himself continually to prayer, and 
to the ministry of the Word (Acts 6:4). 


Mics MEDITATION is neces- 
sary to knowledge of the Bible. There is 
no excellence without work. That which 
is learned without study is quickly for- 
gotten. Dr. Thomas E. Thomas, whose 
preaching made its imprint on a past 
generation, would not use a concordance. 
If he wished a particular text, he 
searched the Scriptures until he found 
it. Once found, he knew where it was, 
and did not need to look again. Time 
so spent made Dr. Thomas one of the 
best Bible scholars of his day. Hurried 
students may declare against spending 
time in the study of passages whose in- 
terpretation has already been worked out, 
but time spent digging for oneself gives 
true and enduring knowledge. 

Again, meditation is necessary to spir- 
itual growth. The Spirit may sanctify 
through the Word hastily read, but He 
more frequently uses the Word read and 
digested. Lack of meditation produces a 


dyspeptic kind of faith and preaching. 

Paul directed Timothy to “meditate, 
that his profiting might appear.” A mark 
of the godly man described in the First 
Psalm is: “In his law doth he meditate 
day and night.” A secret of the righteous 
character of the patriarch Isaac is found 
in these words: “And Isaac went out to 
meditate in the field at the eventide.” It 
was probably his custom. 

In contemplation the soul dwells on 
the divine character—on the love, justice 
and Fatherhood of God; on the atone- 
ment of Christ; on the work of the Holy 
Spirit. It sees the beauty of Deity and in- 
sensibly grows into its likeness. It thinks 
on the commands of Scripture. “O how 
love I thy law; it is my meditation all 


the day,” said the psalmist. 


The soul dwells on the works of God— 
on creation and providence; on the duty 
it owes to God to keep His command- 
ments, to repent of sin, to grow in grace, 
and to render a willing service. Medi- 
tation gives reality to the promises and 
finds in them unspeakable peace and 
assurance. It gives a foretaste of heaven’s 
glory. Jerome calls it his paradise, and 
another, “the portal through which we 
enter glory.” We learn to use all good 
means, and add light to knowledge, heat 
to affection, and life to our devotion. 

Spiritual meditation is also necessary 
to usefulness. The efficient Christian is 
the thinking Christian. He may not be 
so radical as some. He may not be prompt 
with his experience; but his zeal will be 
according to knowledge. He will be a 
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wise counselor and safe leader. The 
church suffers from the leadership of 
men who mean well, but act without 
thought; or whose meditation is accord- 
ing to the principles of worldly prudence, 
rather than upon the Word of God. 

Those who have left the deepest im- 
print on the church have been the medi- 
tative men—not dreamy and sluggish, 
but men who mingled meditation and ac- 
tivity in proper proportion. One is quoted 
as saying, “The men for the day are men 
of action, but the men for the years are 
men of thought.” Under such guides the 
church prospers. 

Their preparation sometimes included 
long periods of retirement. Moses, Eli- 
jah and John the Baptist had seasons of 
solitude. Luther had his opportunity in 
the monastery, and John Knox in the 
French galleys. The oft-mentioned in- 
stances of our Saviour’s withdrawal to 
solitary places indicates His estimate of 
religious meditation. 


Be somE active Christian 
worker will say, “May not meditation be 
excessive? Are we not thus in danger of 
falling into the mistake of the old Es- 
senes or of the monks of the Middle 
Ages? May not active responsibilities be 
neglected?” 

Two extremes must be avoided. Medi- 
tation is a means, rather than an end. It 
is preparation for active effort, and it 
will be such to him whose heart is right, 
and who in the true spirit studies the 
Word of God. 

The Scriptures give no countenance to 
the idea of the monastic life. They jus- 
tify no man in robbing the world of labor, 
either physical or mental. They give no 
place to that type of religion’ which 


- places contemplation in the place of 


Christian work. 

The direction of our text is, “Thou 
shalt meditate therein.” What for? Not 
simply for heart or mind improvement, 
nor simply for pleasure. Far from it. 
“Thou shalt meditate therein day and 
night, that thou mayest observe to do ac- 
cording to ali that is written therein.”
